Seventy-eight members of that 
body were elected as reguiar Kepublican nom- 
inees, although some of them were nominated 
at the requesc of the Labor organizations in 
the districts or were indorsed after the nom 
nations. This is true of both parties. It was 
understood In the campaign that these cand! 
dates were to act with their regular parties on 
aii political question’ not directly touching the 
foterests of the laboring classes in the way of 
jegisiation. There is no reason now to believe 
that any of these men will betray the confi- 
dence reposed in them, or that they will go 
against the party which elected them in the 
Organizanon of the House. The Republicans 
elected seventy-cight members, which is a 
majority of three over all other members of 
that body. and they will elect the Speaker and 
other officers of the House.

The United Labor party is baving a good 
Seal of difficulty in its work of organization. 
The managers intended to getup an organiza- 
tion by districts, wards, and towns to run side 
by side with tne organization by trades unions 
and) Kaigtts of Labor assem bues. 
are meeting with what 
they consider a grave danger. The ward 
or political organizations would naturally em- 
brace any one who was a voter and wished, or 
pretended to wish, to go with the party. But 
bere us where the politicians would get in their 
Work. They would get into the organizations 
and control them, and it is the politicians that 
the labor men are afraid of more than of 
Suybody er anything else. An effort to get 
into these organizations is actually being made 
by lots of Democratic politicians who, seeing 
that their party is heipless without the Labor 
Tote. are trying to bring about afusion. The 
Democrats claim that many of their men have 
already gainea admission to the ward organ za 
tons and even the Knigbts of Labor, and that 
More will follow and will control them after 
& while. The Labor men anticipated 
such a move and issued instructions

" Members into labor organizations. They deny 


that any politicians have gained admittance, 
but are afraid that they will and have, there- 
fore, fallen back on the organization by what 
they call “economic” societies only—that is, 
trades unions and Knights of Labor.

Preparing Bills for the Coming Session. 
The Representatives eiected by the United 
Labor party have already set to work upon 
some measures they intend to introduce in the 
Legisiature this winter. The most im portant 
ones will be those that will first of all, 
strengthen their party and, they say, 
enable them to bring out a much fuller 
vote. They will take the shape of amend- 
ments to the election laws. The first amenc- 
ment is the one expressed. in Sec. 9 of the 
county pletform of the Greenebaum Halli con- 
vention, which demands “thet all election 
Gays sball be compulsory bolidays, during 
which all ordinary business shall be sus- 
pended,” with a penalty for violation of the 
Jaw. The party managers claim that many 
manufacturers and other emplorers of labor 
did not permit their employés to vote under 
pain of discharge, or that they induced some 
to stay in the shops by paying double wages. 
An amendment to the city election law will be 
prepared providing that tne ballots shall be 
preserved for a certain length of time. The 
reason for this amendment is that the men 
claim they could have defeated Lawler in the 
Second ressional District and elected 
Gleeson had they deen able to produce 
the ballots. They have also drawn 
the conclusion from the Gleeson-Lawler con- 
test that they would preter to have the law 
amended 60 that the police returns should not 
possess any authority over the official tall 
sheets. It is very easy, they argue, for a candi- 
date of influence to have the police returns 
d „and thenif they are accepted as a 
prociamation of the result by the canvassing 
board, as was done in the Second Uongression- 
al District, to have the official tally-sheets up 
set and the police returns accepted as final, 
Another bill will be introduced abolishing the 
division of the City of Chicago into three 
towns and placing the whole city under a single 
set of town officers. Next will be a bill abol- 
ishing the truck system in the coal-mining dis- 
triots. A good deal of labor is being expended 
on a bill making education compulsory between 
the ages of 6 and 14 years, and probibiting the 
employment of ebiidren in any industry before 
they are 15 years of age.

There are already 
symptoms that the ridiculous flasco of the 
President's “ business-men'’s policy,"" which 
was always called up when the Appraisersbip 
was under discussion, bas brought out com- 
ment that is not relished at the White House. 
The Dilinols po.iticians are recalling that Her- 
man Lieb missed the appointment because the 
President feared the importers wouid not be 
suited. Now, if Mr. Hoffmann, in adaition to 
the drawback of being a lawyer, proposes to 
run the office by deputies, it may be guessed 
that a hipt will be given bim before be accepts. 
There is much interest now to know whether 
Collector Seeberger will stop over in Wasbing- 
ton on bis return from New York. The poli- 
ticlans bere would like to know what he 
thinks about it. The impression is that the 
joke is on Messrs. Seeberger and Doane for in- 
sisting on Ham's removal with the idea that 
Frank Hoyne would be named as his successor. 


Mr. Hoffmann Hasn’t Decided Yet. 
Francis A. Hoffmann said yesterday be had 
not yet made up his mind with regard to his 
appointment as Appraiser. He had not had 
any time to look over the ground. He was at 
his farm Saturday. “ Saturday I communed 
with Nature; yesterday | communed with God;

THE BOOM IN COMSTOCKS., 


Shares in These Mines, Thought to Be 
Worthless, Still Climbing. 

Saw Frascisoo, Cat., Nov. 15.—(Special.|— 
The excitement bere over the steady increase 
in the values of Comstock mining shares is 
gradually spreading. At first none outside the 


professional specuiators paid any attention to 
the rise in Comstock; operauons bad been suse- 
pended on all Comstock mines below the 3,00U- 
foot level and the lode was regarded as a fal 
ure. Ali speculation bad previousiy been 
based on the theory that a bonanza similar to 
that discovered in the Consolidated Virginia 
& California mines would be found at great 
depths. The upper levels bad all been thor- 
oughly explored, and no great wealth was be- 
lieved to be bidden there. The years that naa 
passed in vain explorations bad exhausted the 
public patience and purse, and all the mining 
shares had gone back to the mining man who 
or ginally floated them on the market at such 
prices as $90 for Mexican and Ophir and $125 
for Union Consolidated. Oct. 15 Union Con- 
solidated sold at 70 cents a share, Mexican at 
55 centea, and Ophir at $1.40, Consolidated 
California & Virgina $3.06, Best and Beicher 
80 cents, Savage $2.10. Tus afternoon Union 
Consolidated soid for $2.55, Mexican $3.80, 
Ophir $8.75, Consolidated California $16, Lest & 
Beiober $5.25, Savage $6.75. Tonight Consol 
dated California sold at $20, and all the other 
Comstocks in proportion. The theory now is 
that a great bonanza may be found in the 
upver levels, and it is claimed that balt a 
dozen of the mines bave large ore bodies. It 
is next to impossible, however to find an ex- 
pert wbo bas seen the ore bodies, but several 
experts state that they have been refused ad- 
mission to the mines. Meantime great biocks 
of the stock are. being sold, while veteran 
stoce sharps look on with dietrust and await 
better developments before plunging. 


No More Proms” at Yale. 

New Haven, Conn., Noy. 15.—(Special.|—- 
The Yale faculty have voted that after the 
present college year no permission will be 
granted for holding a promenade concert in 
term time unless within the first two weeks of 
the second term. This is virtuaiiy probibition, 
for the students after just returning from the 
Christmas recess will not be in readiness for 
the biggest social event of the year. The 
facuity find that when the promenade is held 
in the middle of the term it breaks in too much 
upon studies. They have for several years 
tried to abolish the proms decause of the 
reason mentioned, and also because it adds 
heavily to. mauy studente’ expenses.

It was by these that they 
would order their telephones removed regard- 
less of unexpired contracts. It was further 
agreed that any new arrangement with the 
company would necessarily include recom- 
pense for any ioss by reason of unexpired con- 
tracts. The present members of the associa- 
won consist principally of representatives of 
business bouses, and it is thought that the re- 
maining 400, which represent private bouses 
cbiefiy, will join the essociation. The trouble 
grows outof an announcement by the company 
that bereafter the rental would be considered 
as covering a fixed number of conversations, 
and that connections made over and above that 
number would be charged for in addition to 
the rental.

MURDERED IN COLD BLOOD | 


A WHOLE FAMILY KILLED BY A WIFE’S 
FARAM OUR. 


4 Husband's Unexpected Return to His 
House Causes a Dreadful Tragedy 
Helpless Women and Children Beaten 
te Death—An Infuriated Mob Anxious to 
Lynch the Assasin—The Faithless Wife 
Lives to Tell the Story of the Murder 
and Her Disgrace. 


Ware River, Ont., Nov. 15.—[{Special. |— 
For some weeks a large number of employés 
bave been engaged about here in preparing 
the track for the winter. Among this force 
there was one Richard K. O’Brien, a band- 
some young fellow about 80 years of 
age and a general favorit among dis 
companions. He bailed from somewhere, 860 
be said, in the maritime provinces, and bad 
traveled extensively. When he first came here 
to work he met Mrs. Charles Williams, the wife 
of a country storekeeper, and from his ac 
quaintance trespsssed until he had worked up 
apparently a position in the family circle 
which only most intimate friends might at- 
tain. Living in the same fam ly with Mr. and 
Mrs. Charles Williams were the father and 
mother of the husband, as weil as three small 
children of the wite. 

For the last six weeks Williams has suspect- 
ed bis wife of infidelity and laid a trap tocatch 
ber. Taking the train yesterday for Chapiean, 
Ont., be left word that he would be absent 
over night, but instead of gomg to 
his destination de took the return 
train irom a way station and 80 arrived home 
about 7 o'clock last night. Proceedimg to his 
house he opened the outer door with a lutcb- 
key and entered. Going to his room he found 
there bis wife in company with O’Brien. Tak- 
ing a heavy walking-stick, which he carried, 
he dealt the intruder a blow upon the face. 
©’ Brien quickiy recovered bhimseif and drew 
a revolver and shot Williams dead. 

The noise attracted the other occupants of 
the house, and to shield his crime O’Brien 
shot the father as he was entering the room 
partially dressed. Having no more cartridges, 
as the old lady putin an appearance and 
screamed, startled by the sight of ber husband 
lying weiltering in his life's blood, the murder- 
‘er seized a heavy chair and struck a cruel 
blow whieh laid ber senseless betore him. To 
conclude the work be beat ber until her head 
was reduced toa pulp with a heavy stick of 
stove wood procured from au adjoining room. 
Two of the three children were then disposed 
of with the same club whicd ended the exist- 
ence of the old lady. The littie boy, the 
youngest, and only 18 months old, was spared, 
2 he could bear no evidence against the mur- 

rer. 

All the remonstrances of Mrs. Williams were 
unavailing. Sbe was threatened with instant 
death if she did not keep quiet, and after the 
murder the wretch remained with nis para- 
mour for some bours, when he arose, and 
taking a clasp-knife from his pocket stabbed 
ber four times about the region of 
the beart and left der for dead. He then fired 
the house and left a Attracted by 
the flames neighbors came to the relief and 
succeeded in removing the bodies vf the 
killed anc Mrs. Williams and the infant 
from tne burning  vwnilding. Mrs. Will- 
lame lived iong enough to make 
a statement of the affair to the authorities and 
then expired. The officersof the law were 
quickly in search of the assasin, and be was 
arrested about twenty-five miles from we 
scene of the tragedy. He denied the crime, 
and claims to be aole to prove an alipi. There 
are, bowever, many circumstances aga ust 
bim, and itis more than probabie the mur- 
derer will be lynched. 


A POSTAL CLERK CAUGHT STEALING. 


Arrest of One of the Recent Democratic 
Appoirntees—He Confesses. 

Post-Office Inspectors Darbellay and Smith 
made an important arrest at the Dnion depot 
yesterday morning. Complaints were made 
that valuable letters were being lost on the 
“limited” fast mail on the St. Paul Road be- 
tween Minveapolis and Chicago, and Nov. 3 a 
lot of rifled mail was found at the depot ina 
Milwaukee, There were about twenty ietters, 
all having contained money or valuable paper. 
They were ail directed to M. A. Dauphin, 
the manager of the Louisiana lot 
tery. and the New Orleans National 
Bank, the bank through which Dauphin 
does business. Some had contained money 
and other postal notes, postal money orders, 
and express money orders. The money and 
postal notes were missing and the orders were 
mutilated. Suspicion pointed to the crew on 
the fast mail, composed of six men, and a trap 
was set to catch the guilty one. The in- 
spectors went to St. Paul, and yesterday 
mailed several letters containing marked bills, 
directed’ to Dauphin and the New Urieans 
bank. They came on the same train and kept 
a watch of the car. Arrived here the pouch 
was examined and the tell-tale letters were 
missing. The men were searched, and the 
marked money and letters were found in pos- 
session of George Coiter. He was arrested 
and taken to tne Inspectors’ rooms in the Gov- 
ernment Building, where, under a rigid ex- 
amination, be broke down and confessed to 
have taken altogether about $15. He made a 
statement in writing, sayime be was guilty, 
but denied knowing anything of the rified mail 
found at Milwaukee. The Inspectors think he 
has only been stéaling a short while, and has 
gotaltogether about $80. He passed an ex- 
amination for advancement only a few weeks 
ago, and it is thought be has only been steal- 
ing since, as he had little opportunity to do so 
before. 

Colter was taken before Commissioner 
Hoy ne, where be waived examinawon, resting 
on his written confession, and was heia to the 
United States grand jury in $1,500. Realizing 
hie disgrace he broke down while in court and 
wept bitterly. He was appointed a postal 
clerk last May on the recommendation of Pat- 
nck H. Kelly. His home is in St. Paul, where 
he has a wife. He was one of those put on at 
the time of Vilas’ wholesale dismissais. About 
100 complaints bave from time to time been 
received regarding letters mailed at Minne- 
apolis, La Crosse, and other points on the 
route which were never heard from. The de- 
coy letters, through which Colter was caugbt, 
were maliied at various places along tae route. 
He made a clean sweep and took the whole 
nine mailed. He said he bad lost lots of money 
through trying to beat the Louisiaaa lottery, 
and a Postmaster bad told bim he could not 
send Daupbin a money order, so be thought it 
safe to take mail for bim. 


LIVELY ROW IN A CHURCH. 


A Brooklyn Congregation Warring Over 
an Unworthy Pastor. 

New Tonk. Nov. 15.—|Special.}—The con- 
gregation of the Fort Greene Preebyterian 
Cd uro of Brooklyn held a public meeting this 
evening to decde whether the resignation of 
the Rev. Benjamin Staunton, who was recent- 
ly found guilty of conduct unbecoming a 
minister by the presbytery, sbould be accept- 
ed. The meeting proved to be as noisy and 
unchurchlike as a political convention, and, 
after three hours of excitement, during which 
one churchman called another a liar, a vote on 
the question of Mr. Staunton’s going or stay- 
ing was taken. It resulted in a tie of 51 to 
51, and beiore any more discussion could take 
place the meeting was deciared adjourned. 
W. L. Hope Jr. moved the acceptance of the 
resignauion of the pastor and the payment of 
the back salary. This caused the first row. 
After Sunday-School Superintendent Gilson 
bad spoken in favor of retaining Mr. Staunton, 
Chairman Hope called Elder Watt to fill his 
place and pitched into the pastor and bis fol- 
lowers with a vengeance. He said Mr. Staun- 
ton was a guilty man. No member of the Hope 
family shouid ever listen to him again. After 
Mr. Hope had finishea Theodore Trendelleuberg 
said that all men, even Christ, were persecut- 
ed. He was rebuked by nalt a dozen people 
for “comparing Christ to sucha tbing as 
Siaunton,” and bis language nearly precipi- 
tated a fight. 

While the vote was being polled James Mo- 
Mabon was challenged by a Mr. Gelston. 
Chairman Hope said that Mr. McMahon occu- 
pied a pew every Sunday. 

„He does not,” cried Mr. Geleton, excitedly. 

Mr. Hope jumped several feet into the air 
as be cried out: “Whoever says be does not 
is a liar.” 

Both men had inflamed faces and cienched 
fists, but the. cries of “Shame! shame! which 
were beard ail over the churon quieted them.

THE RECKLESS COUNTY BOARD. 


Bills to the Amount of Over $100,000 Or- 
dered Paid—County Roads Job. 

At the County Board meeting yesterday a 
communication was read trom E. R. Brainerd, 
who is domg the stonework n the Court- 
House, who complained that the county owed 
him over $40,000 on his contract, although it 
was agreed that he was to be paid as fast as 
tne work was done. His funds nad given out, 
and he must either have money Or suspend 
operations. Referred to the Joint Committee 
on Court-House and Buildings. 

A bill of $186 was presented by R. K. War- 
ner for putting galvanized ‘irom w&ter-spouts 
on the Insane Asylum barn. “Mr. Hemmelgaru 
thought it should have been done by regular 
employés at the asylum. Mr. Wren ridicuied 
the idea. Tuat work was for the big barn 
out there,” said Ma Hemg®igara, “ When 
you wanted it erected you said it would cost 
$2,000. It has already cost $10,000. It wus a 
neediess expense, and was only built to get 
money for somebody. The Dill Was ordered 
paid. 

The Committee on Public Buildings and 
Charities recommended that the contract for 
plumbing and gasfitting in the new kitchen at 
tne hospital be awarded to H. Byrne for $5, 155. 
“I thought,” said Mr. MacDonaid, “when we 
paid $40,000 for the buiiding that that amount 
would complete .“ Mr. Byrne was awarded 
the contract. 

Bill were ordered paid as recommended by 
the following committecs: Hospital, $8,984; 
charities, $28,877; printing and stationery,

WIV MOEN IS MOURNFUL. 


REGRETS FOR MONEY WASTED ON A 
STABLEMAN WITH A “SECRET.” 


The Bay State Befogged—Ineffectual Er- 
forts to Solve a Most Sensational Soci- 
ety Mystery—Always a Woman in the 
OCase—What Is Her Name, Any Way? 
The Two Men Who Figure in This Most 
Extraordinary Case. 


WorcESsTER, Mass., Nov. 14.—The latest de- 
velopments in the celebrated case f Doc” 
Levi Wilson vs. Phil L. Moen are but a con- 
tinuation of the many surprises which this re- 
markable case has furnished. Imagination 
can hardly picture two men more radically 
different than these two, whose relations have 
been the subject for more gossip in the last 
ten years than all other local questions com- 
bined. 

Mr. Moen, whose full name is Philip Louis, 
is a native of New York State, having been 
born in Wiiva, Jefferson County, in 1824, mak- 
ing bim at present 62 years of age. He came 
to Worcester from Brooklyn, N. T., in 1847. 
and bas since been connected with the wire 
business, being now the President ana 
Treasurer ot the Washburn & Moen Manu- 
facturing Company, the largest estab- 
hshment of its kind in the world, 
giving ‘employment, directly and in- 
directly, to between 3,000 and 4,000 men. It 
was lounded by his uncle. Ichabod Washburn, 
and has enjoved a rare degree of prosperity. 
Persovally Mr. Moen is popular among all 
classes. He is a polished gentieman in appear- 
ance, aristocratic in bis tastes, courtly in his 
manner, and a brilliant conversationalist. His 
hair is white, and bis mustache, white as his 
bair, is kept rather close cropped. He wears 
gold spectacies, is always cordial in his greet- 
ings, and polite in the treatment of all comers. 
He is a professed Christian, and for years has 
been one of the leading members of the Union 
Congregational Orthodox Church. He has al- 
ways been looked upon as one of the most 
successful and skiliful managers of a big dus“ 
ness in the country, for the concern of which 
he is the bead has more than doubled its bust 
ness under his administration. He has never 
mingled much in public affairs, aithougu a few 
years ago be was an unsuccessful candidate of 
the Republican party for the State Senate. 

His life has always been very domestic, ana 
one of his rules of living has been for years to 
set apart certain evenings in the week for the 
home circle, when all matters of business were 
dropped and nothing but home enjoyment was 
al:owed to occupy his attention unless under 
the most extraordinary circumstances. He 
lives about one mile north of the centre of the 
city, within sieht of the business he has de- 
veloped. His bouse is a modei of elegance and 
convenience, and the grouads which surround 
it, extensive in area, are well stocked with 
choice fruit trees and rare shrubbery, while 
his greenhouses are devoted to the culture of 
rare tropical plants and fruits. His grounds are 
a mode! of neatness. He is regarded as a con- 
noisseur in art, and his home is ornamented 
with many rare and costly paintings. He bas 
been twice married, his present wife having 
been a schooi-teacher in the public schools of 
this city, where Mr. Moen made her acquaint- 
ance while serving on the School Committee. 
She is a woman ot refined tastes and is promi- 
nent in many charitabie enterprises. He has 
three children—a son and two daughters. 

Wilson, bis mysterious associate, is described 
by those who know him as iliiterate and pro- 
fane, licentious in his habits and vulgar iu his 
tastes and associations. He is the son of poor 
mili operatives in Connecticut, and until he 
found the key to Moen’s great wealth looked 
upoa bis ambition as thoroughly satisfied when 
he was engaged as coachman in a rich man’s 
tame. Until be appeared as the driverof the 
family carriage of Mr. L. J. Knowles of this 
city he bad drifted about, working in cotton 
mile and livery stabies, gaining nothing in 
character and establishing a reputation as a 
„ worthiess ouss by leaving bilis unpaid. 
By showing some knowledge of horte diseases 
be was dubbed as Doc, which bas clung to 
bim as persistently as be bas to Mr. Moen’s 
pocketbook. Mr. Moen's personal habits or 
business methods were never made the subject 
of general discussion or in any manner cailed 
into question until Wilson began sbowing 
checks for tabulous amounts signed by Mr. 
Moen. Then’ came the news of mysterious 
meetings in strange places and the public de- 
termination to find out the secret of the case. 
Mr. Moen, meanwhile, went in and out among 
bis business associates ana friends, appurent- 
ly unmoved, never once hinting at the real 
cause of bis relations with Wilson or aliowing 
bimself to be drawn into discussion on the sub- 

ect. 

; The explanation that the payments, amount- 
ing to an independent fortune, were made be- 
cause he was a victim of blackmall is looked 
upon a8 an explanation which does not ex- 
piain. It is rewarded by many as incredible 
that aman of Mr. Moen’s knowledge of men 
and business, with a sagacity for the solution 
of difficult problems which bas won for him 
the reputation ot being one of the most suc- 
cessful busicess-men in the country, should 
bave allowed an illiterate hostler to get himso 
completely in bis power that nearly baif a mil, 
jon dollars should be paid out as bush money. 
It is not denied that it is possible that Moen, 
taken off his guard, might in a moment of 
weakness, bave yielded to the first demand. 
But the first payment ot $100 was not made 
until atter mature deliberation, for tne 
money was not paid until the day following the 
demand. That from this small beginaing pay- 
meats should have gone on and on, increasing 
in amount as they increased in number, with- 
out a determined stand being taken by the vic 
tim, if the statement that the story told by 
Wilson bad not a word of truth in it, no mat- 
ter bow disgusting it may have been in its de- 
tails, is one of the attending circumstances 
which is not explained. 

Mr. Moen has always been regarded asa 
man of firmness, decision, and action, and the 
expiavation offered in the case is not regarded 
as in accord with nis reputation. The pub 
is more mystified than ever, and even th 
who have followed the case most closely are 
at a loss regarding a conclusion. Mr. Moen's 
character bas not suffered by the mysterious 
hints in the past. It is not affected by the 
developments of the present, and there is a 
general feeimg tnat the affair should be ex- 
piained to relieve a feeling of uneasiness 
which naturally prevails when the head of the 
industry upon which from 12,000 to 15,000 of 
the 75,000 people of Worcester depend for 
their living bas been so completely in the 
power of an unscrupulous adventurer. The 
concern bas paid out $25,000,000 in wages in 
the last twenty-five years, principally to 
Worcester mechanics. The story which bas 
been the means of extorting so much money 
from its manager and heaviest stockholder is 
still untold, and people are saying if it affects 
neither Mr. Moen por any of his family, what 
barm can come through the telling? 

The belief is that, with the story untold, the 
goose which has laid the gilded egg for Wilson 
is not Killed. No two give the same expilana- 
tion of the case today any more than they did 
two years ago. The story of the hermit who 
twisted two pieces of wire together and made 
the first barbed fence wires ever known, but 
who suddenly disappeared, is no longer re- 
peated. The blackmail charge has disposed of 
that, as it bas of the yarn that the idea ot barbed- 
fence wire was obtained from where no one but 
Wiison and the President of the organization 
know. The hints of the former ders, by 
which it was attempted to connect Mr. Moen’s 
son with a strange affair in New York City, of 
which Wilson was the witness, is heard again, 
but there is no more of a story than there was 
then. It is ail speculation. The mystery 
still a mystery. 


Seeking Saive from a Paper. 
DerTRoir, Mich., Nov. 15.—({Special.|—Libel 
suite involving $200,000 have alreaiy been 
pilea up in the personal war being waged be- 
tween the Free Press and James B. Scripps of 
the News. Today Scripps began another suit 
for $50,000 damages against William E. Quinby 
and the Free Press Printing Company for print- 
ing a poster Oct. 31 denouncing Scripps as an 
infamous person who had offended against ali 
the laws of decency.

today. Lieut. Arnold was put on the stand in 
his own defense, and repeated in substance a 
conversation which be said took piace at a 
meeting of Police Lieutenants on or about 
Oct. 1, Maj. Walker, the witness 
testified, at that meeting referred 
with gratification to the Commissioner's 
approval of the police estimates, and 
said that he would like to have the men who 
knew members of Congress go and explain to 
pt the wants of the department, and that if 

is Were done he expected to get the hundred 
additional men needed by the service. He 
then cad.“ continued the witness, that be 
thought it would be a good Idea for the men 
doing duty south of the avenue (the reference 
is to a disreputadie part of the city known as 
‘cme division ), to note the habits of members 
of Congress, and that be would use that mat- 
ter when he came to go before Uongress. One 
of the Lieutenauts—the witness’ impression 
is that it was Lieut. Gesstord—remarked 
Major. then you propose to blackmail these 
gentiemen to get your eétimates through.’ 
The Major’s reply was, No, not that. 

The witnese then repeated a reference which 
he said was made by some one to a prominent 
Senator's visit to Colonial Beach (an excur- 
sion resort avout forty miles down the Poto- 
mac),and his wanderings through a peach 
orchard lookimg for the Seventh street 
**kyars.” (Pronounced as the word sometimes 
is- by Southerners.) There was not.“ con- 
tinued the witness, one word of cautson or 
reprimand in reply to snything that was said. 
When the word ‘blackmail’ was used Capt. 
Austin laughed. I spoke up and said that I 
had beer informed or knew where a certain 
prominent member—I mentioned no nawe— 
could be found once or twice a week, and the 
Major said Les, and that house is on the cor- 
net of Fifteenth and D streets. 

Witness further testified that when be and 
Lieut. Keily left Maj. Walker’s office Kelly said 
to him: Nov, I suppose you are going to 
watch members of Congress.“ Witness re- 
plied: I intend todo no such thing.” To 
which Keily rejoined: **I assure you I shall 
not.” Witness said de had spoken to Sergt. 
Diggins about the matter, but cautioned bim 
to keep it secret because it might create a 
scandal. Witness signed a letter exonetating 
Maj. Walker, and also denied reports with re- 
gard to the Major's order atter it hud leaked 
out. This he did to avoid scandal. 

At the conclusion of Lieut. Arnold’s testi- 
mony two or three other witnesses were ex- 
amined, and then Maj. Walker was called to 
the stand and asked whether be bad ever 
made any such suggestions as those to which 
Lieut. Arnold had testified. He replied, None 
Whatever.“ 

He was asked whether, in view of Lieut. 
Arnold's testimony, be still wished to stand by 
what he bad himself said. Hereplied, “I cer- 
tainly do in every particular.“ With this the 
bearing closed. 


TO CLOSE THE BRIDGES ALL DAY. 


Ald. Cullerton Introduces an Order to That 
End in the Council. 
At the Council meeting last night Ald. Cul- 
lerton submitted the following: . 
‘Ordered, That the Law Department be and it is 
hereby directed to report a proper ordinance 
causing all river bridges to be continually closed 
during the daytime between the hours of 6 a. m. 
and 8 p. m. and then opened and closed at inter- 
vals of 45 minutes open and 15 minutes closed 
during the nighttime and up to 6 o'clock a. m. 


He believed the time bad arrived when the 
few must give way to the many. His opinion 
was that the bridges could be kept closed dur- 
ing the day, and that the work of loadimg and 
unloading vessels could be dove at night. The 
evening hours suggested, perhaps, might not

The vessels might 
be delayed, but their delay would be insignifi- 
cant compared to that caused by the opening 
of the bridges. Ald. Lyke was surprised at 
the presentation of such an order, 
the growth of the city being due to the 
river traffic. The order went to the Commit- 
tee on Harbors and Bridges. 

Ald. Culierton introduced an order requir 
ing water rates for dwellings ana tenements to 
be based solely on frontage. Sent to the spe- 
cial committee on the subject. Ald. Drew pre- 
sented an Ordinence setting aside one-fourth 
of all the fines collected for violations of city 
ordinances and I per cent of the saloon license 
money for the Police and Firemen’s Relief Fund. 
Atter a long discussion, during whicn it was 
cuptended by some that the ordinance was il- 
legal, action was postponed and the Corpora- 
tion Counsel asked for an opinion.

In a communication to you last spring I ex- 
pressed a hope that we would be able to arrange 
with the Fort Wayne Railroad for the better im- 
provement of Stewart avenue. For over thirt 
years that street has been little more than a - 
road street. The two tracks of the Fort Wayne 
Company were originally laid in the centre of the 
street by authority of the of Public Works, 
andthe company has from time to time been 
required by the city to elevate the tracks to 
correspond with the raise in grade of 
the intersecting streets. Since the entrance 
into the city of the Western Indiana Road, 
with its four tracks immediately adjoining 
Stewart avenue on the west, the street has be- 
come simply a raflroad thoroughfare, worthless , 
to the general public. It is true we have the 
right to require the Fort Wayne to pave t- 
een feet of Stewart avenue, but it is difficult to 
see how that would benefit the city or the — 
erty-owners. The company claims that th 
eighteen feet mean the eighteen feet occupied by 
its tracks, just as horse railways are req to 
pave sixteen feet occupied by their tracks. We 
cannot compel the company to change the loca- 
tion of its two tracks, as that location was fixed 
by the old Board of Public Works: nor are there 
eighteen feet of roadway on either side of the 
tracks. It would be an idle and a useless 
job to have an eighteen-foot vement along- 
side or upon railroad tracks which are in con- 
stant use by passenger and freicht trains. Such 
a roadway would be both inconvenient and dan- 
gerous and would benefit nobody. Hence I have 
always favored a plan whereby a new roadway 
might be laid out alongside the space occupied 
by the tracks, with a protection between the 
roadway and the moving locomotives and gars, 
as in the case of South Clark street.

Ald, 8imonse—I bave been working for two 
years for a double-track bridge over Jackson 
street. It looks as if my wisb was going to be 
gratified. My only besitation in accepting the 
ordinance instanter was due to reluctance lest 
the rights of the people along Stewart avenue 
should not be protected. 1 think, however, 
the ordinance is a good one and that I Shall 
vote for it. 

Ald. Huli—Mayor Harrison is a good legis- 
lator, and no doubt a good lawyer, but I prefer 
to examine the ordinance for myself. The 
company wants the mgbt of way for its

Ald. Hillock seemed to be bewildered... His 
colleague, Henry Sheridan, is out of town.

| ANXIOUS TO GO TO WORK. 


THOUSANDS OF STRIKERS APPLY FOR 
THEIR FORMER PLACES. 


Only a Few Hundred of Them, However, 
Are Chosen by Their Old Employers— 
No Trouble of Any Sort Experienced— 
An Interesting Row in the Ranks of the 
Knights of Labor Liable to Grew Out 
of the Stock-Yards Affair, 

It was a case of many being called and few 
chosen in Packingtown at 7 o'clock yesterday 
morning. About 15,000 of the strikers pre 
sented themselves at the places where they 
were directed to report. Not a man among 
them was certain of being selected for rein- 
statement in bis old position, altoough it was 
doubtless the case that each hoped for the 
best. Armour & Co.’s old men, to the number 
of perhaps 7.000, gathered at the Forty-tbird 
street Viaduct, but good fortune only smiled 
upon one in every seventy, an even 100 being 
chosen. The old employés of Fowler 
Bros, Allerton, and Floyd, Huffman 
& Co, gathered on Transit avenue, 
opposit Fowler's, to the number of 1,600. As 
many more were at the corner of Forty- 
seventh street and Centre avenue, where the 
International Company, John Cudahy, and 
M:ichener Bros. selected the men they wanted. 
W. H. Silberborn, Jones & Stiles, the North- 
western Fertilizer Company, Charles Counsel 
man, and Robert Warren & Co. had 1,000 men 
at the corner of Forty-firth street and Centre 
avenue, while the same number assembied at 
the corner of Forty-tourth street and Centre 
avenue, while representatives from the firms 
of Moran & Healy, Hately Bros., aad Morrell & 
Co. mixed in with the crowd and picked out 
such as were desirable. At the corner of Root 
street and Centre avenue 3,000 men waited pa- 
tiently in the hope of beimg designated as 
fortunates by some one representing we Chi- 
cago Packing & Provision Company, the 
Botsford Company, the Fairbank Canning 
Company (Morris), the Swift Company, the 
Baldwin Company, or the Washington Butch- 
er's Sons Company. Out of the 15,000 who 80 
presented themselves less than 1,400 were 
given tickets with directions to go to work, 
while about 3.500 others were given tickets 
with instructions to report later in the week. 
This left 10.000 disappointed ones, and no met- 
ter how great the rush of business later on, 
fully one-haif of them can never expect to be 
reinstated, provided the imported men remain 
in the positions they have been given.

It is estimated that fully 8,000 of the strikers 
failed to put in an appearance at all, but as 
this only accounts for about 18,000 men, it 
would apvear that over 3.000 men deserted the 
ranks of the strikers durmg last week and se- 
cured employment before the strike was de- 
clared off, and which would pring the total 
number of old employés in the packing- houses 
up to about 4,500, or a little leas than one-half 
of the whole number at work. 

Nels Morris said that every one of the men 
was made to sign acontract by which both 
parties agreed to give two weeks’ notice of an 
intention to leave, the men bemg required 
to make a graded deposit to insure 
good faith. The deposit ran from $5 to $25. 
The contract would not be enforced in the 
case of one man leaving, but was intended to 
prevent the workmen leaving in a body. He 
bad taken back married men aimost without 
exception, and as a rule they were a very 
decent set of men, who bad been willing and 
anxious to work, but bad been afraid and in- 
fluenced by the fears of their families. At 
Swift's the men were called into the office to 
sign an ironclad agreement, reciting that io 
consideration of their being given work and a 
willingness on the part of the firm to give them 
two weeks’ notice before discharging them— 
save for some act committed against the new 


men— that they, the men, would be required 


to deposit with the firm an amount of money 
equal to two weeks’ pay, and which was to be 
forfeited to the firm unless they gave a 
full two weeks’ notice of an intention to 
quit worm, It was explained that they would 
be required to work three weeks wit zout pay, 
and at the expiration of that time would re- 
ceive the first week's pay. A great many de- 
murred at signing the paper, but after thipk- 
ing the matter over they concluded to do. so. 
As it was, bowever, about a dozen refused to 
sign at all. The Superintendent at Fowler 
Bros.“, Mr. Fulmer, said that all of the houses 
would require their men to sign similar agree- 
ments, remarking that the possible loss of two 
weeks wages would doubtless make them think 
twice before rushing into a strike at a mo- 
ment’s notice. 

Ata meeting of the Packers’ Association 
yesterday the following form of agreement 
was adopted, to be signed by the new em- 
ploy és:

BARRY, CARLTON, AND POWDERLY. 


The Conservative Knights Think Barry Has 
Been Unwise. 

At the meeting in Germania Hall Sunday 
night Barry, the angel of peace,” made some 
very queer remarks to the crowd of 2,000 
strikers assembled there. The meeting was 
called to discuss Powderly’s order to Barry 
and resolved itself into an indignation meeting 
against T. V. Powderly. Mr. Barry was one 
of the speakers and addressed the men for 
some time. He said that the committee was 
just about to get some important concessions 
from the packers when Powderly stuck ‘bis 
nose in and spoiled everything. if they 
could bave witbbeld that telegram several 
bours longer these concessions would have 
been obtained, put Powderly, wno bad no 
business to do 60, inter'ered and spoiled every- 
thing. The whole speech of Barry was in- 
tended to saddle the responsibility of the fau- 
ure to obtain any. concessions on Powderir. 
During the last week, so the Knights claim, 
owing to the tone of the newspapers. Barry 
and some of the other members of 
the committees have become alarmed, 
and, fearing personal violence, have 
taken this method of explaining 
the cause ot the Stock-Yards fizzie. A large 
number of the strikers were induced to be- 
lieve that Powderly waa to blame, and at the 
meeting sed denunciatory resolutions, 
Schilling got in bis quiet underhand work 
against Powderly, the opportunity being ex- 
cellent for creating an antagonistic feeling 
towards him. Marshall, another member of 
the committee, also spoke against Powderly, 
and Healy, au insignificant Knight, read the 
rebel resolutions, which violently denounced 
Powderly for sending the telegram when be 
was unacquainted with the condition of affairs 
at the Stock-Yards. It scored him in round 
terms for attempting to dictate to them, and 
charged bim witb violating the constitution of 
the Knights of Labor by takmg all action out 
of the hands of the Executive Board of Dis- 
trict Assembly No. 57. The resolutions also 
charged that Mr. Powderly was playing into 
the hands of the packers and was overstcpping 
bis autbority. 

it was feared yesterday that the strikers 
would hold a meeting, rescind all their former 
resolutions, and proiong the strike, but the 
general feeling among the men yesterday 
pointed toward leaving the result of Sun- 
day's meeting alone, Those who did not ob- 
tain tickets yesterday felt very badly and 
wisbed that there bad been no strike and that 
Barry, Butler, Scbiliing, and Marsball bad 
never existed, The feeling against the com- 
mitteemen is very strong, and it would not be 
surprising it some of them were roundly 
thumped. The hatred of these committeemen 
yesterday gave rise to a report that Barry had 
been slugged, but no such occurrence took 
place. Asa matter of fact Barry, it is said, 
kept Powderly in ignorance of the condition 
of affairs in the Stock-Yards, and never men- 
tioned to him the plot he is believed to have 
concocted with some of the puckers. Now he 
is howilng about the action Powderly took 
when be did not fully understand tue situation 
here. His statement that if the dispatch 
had been suppressed for several hours 
the packers would have made important 
concessions is said by the packers to be totally 
false, because Barry almost got down on his 
knees before J. C. Hately Saturday night and 
begged for some slight technical concessioa 
which ne could flaunt before the men. ‘The 
notorious ** Buck MoCarthy, who is a Knight 
of Labor, seems to wield a great deal of infiu- 
ence with the men, and is pretty well posted 
on all the moves taken by the men in secret. 
He seews to think there will be another strike. 

What Barry and Cariton Claim. 

The representatives of the General Execu- 
tive Board who are bere claim that Master- 
Workman Powderly violated one of the most 
rigidly enforced rules of the General Execu- 
tive Board, which declares that all commuar 
canon with the members of the board engaged 
in settimg strikes shall be by cipher only. The 
breaking of this rule, they say, resulted in the 
tormiua uon of negotiations which Mr. Barry and 
Mr. Cariton say they had well under way. 
Barry and Cariton are in no amiable frame of 
mind over Powderly’s course, but both decline 
to give vent to their pent-up teelmgs. Mr. 
Cariton stated yesterday that if it had not been 
for the untimely publication of the first dis 
patch the Men would have undoubiedly ob- 
tained valuable concessions. Asked why the 
order to return to work was not issued 
to the men earlier alter its receipt, 
he said that the cali for the meeting Saturday 
night was made at once, and that was as soo 
as the men could be gotten together. But the 
most serious Question in the final order by Mr. 
Powderly arises {rom the fact that, while signed 
By the order of the General Executive 
Board.“ a majority of the board could not 
have concurred in it, and that Mr. Pow- 
deriy was unauthorized in thus signing 
his dispatch There are seven members 
of the board. Toe ot them are here and two 
more are so busily engaged in settling the 
great strike at Amsierdam that they could not 
have passed upon this order sent here. This, 
in view of the bitter feeling among we men 
bere and the general dissatisfaction in the 
Knights over the surrender, ma) result in the 
most serious compiications, involving the 
question of ordering the men out again if 
Cariton and Barry take the tight against Pow- 
derly into the Genera) Executive Board. 

Barry and Carlton return to Philadelpbia 
tomorrow and tne trouble will doubtiess begin 
the moment they reach the City of Brotherly 
Love. 

Mr. Butler’s Curious Actions. 

The absence of Butler from the meeting 
Sunday night shows in tne strongest lgnt the 
utter incapacity of the man to direct the at- 
fairs ot anybody. From the beginning to the 
end of the Stock-Yards troubie he has been a 
political time-server, unable to take a stand 
for fear it migut injure bis popularity and 
prospects, but at no time bas bis 
disregard for the interests of the great army 
of men whose existence even is placed in his 
bands by the powerful machinery of the 
Knights been exbibired so clearly as at that 
meeting. .The order to return to work had 
been received with such marked evidences of 
disapprobation that he was afraid to be pres- 
ent and staid away. Had he been present he 
would certainly have been called upon to ex- 
press bis sentiments, which might bave en- 
dangered bis Section as Supervisor ot 
Lake next spring. Bo ne remained 
away, while the work of turning 
the men to follow their obvious duty was left 
to other hands. When this work bad been 
done by Barry and Carlton and the men 
decided to return Butler reappeared early 
yesterday morning and counseled the men to 
return. There are those who say that a worse 
demagog than he has sever found a place in 
the Knights. It is said be has trimmed skili- 
fully enough te retain bis bold upon the dis- 
trict. If this be true it will be by many con- 
sidered a calamity to the whole southwestern

TO ARREST THE FILIBUSTERS, 


The United States Government Will Pre- 
vent the Invasion of Mexico, 

Sr. Louis. Mo., Nov. 16.—| Special. ]—United 
States Marshal Cousins of this city was noti- 
ned by the authorities at Washingvon tonight 
to look out for the filibusters who are expect- 
ed to solicit aid in organizing the Mexican ex- 
pedition. Two Deputy-Marehals met the Iron 
Mountain, San Francisco, and Missouri Pacific 
trains outside the city, but did not succeed in 
identifying the men.

Mr. Borner and Col. Edwards deny 
this, and Judwe Grant, President of the Na- 
tional Association, said tonight: The report 
is flied, and it alone can speak. There will be 
no going behind the returus.“ Vail bas been 
Secretary twelve years, and bis friends claim 
that bis services m the past should 
earn him consideration, and that he will not be 
removed, but given another chance, and the 
rules amended so chat bis office must be better 
administered in future. There are 370 associa- 
tions in the National Trottimg Association. 
Each bas a vote in tomorrow's congress, 
Proxies can be voted, and should Vail be 
found gulity it is not possible to remove bim, 
as he is elected by the Board of Review, really 
the Board of Directors, of the National Associa- 
tion. That does not meet until next spring, and 
WII certainly then act as the congress die- 
tates.

The Chicago Remunerating Bievated Rall 
way Company, by its manager, J. J. Richards, 
Presented a petinon and ordinance asking the 
board to grant them permission to use and 
occupy such streets, highways, and public 
property as shall de thought to be to the 
mutual benefit of said company and 
village.

The road proposes to pay 
the village 51.000 annualiy per mile for the 
first year, $2,000 annually per mile for the 
next ten years, $3,000 per mile annually for 
the next ten years, $4,000 per mile annually 
for the next ten years, and $5,000 per mile an- 
nually thereafter. The proposed route is west 
of Grand boulevard from Thirty-ninth street 
to South Chicago. Several New York capital- 
iste are backing the scheme. 

The Chicago City Railway Company asked 
for an ordinance granting them the rigut to 
make a loop for the end of the Fifty-fifth 
Street line around the two blocks bounded by 
Fifty-uftu street, Lake avenue, Fifty-seventh 
street, ano Jefferson avenue, presenting tne 
consent of a majority Of the property-owners 
on said streets.

GRAND LODGE OF ODD-FELLOWS. 


The Meeting at Springfield Today—Condli- 
tion of the Order.

Paid for barging the dead $19,167. Paid for spe- 
cial relief $7, Total expenditures $83,366. 

It will be seen that the net loss in member- 
ship was 749. The revenue of lodges is in- 
creased slightly (less than $200), and the total 
relief paid exceeded that of 1884 by 81. 423. The 
number of working lodges in the State is 667. 

The summary of the Treasurer's report 
shows the following conditions of the treasury: 

Cash in general funds $14,369, cash in special 
relief fund of 1878 $240, thirty United States 4 per 
cents in special relief fund of 1878 $3,000, cash in 
special relief fund of 1884 $599, total $18,209. 

The reports of the grand officers show that 
the number of working encampments in this 
grand juriediction ie 174, with a membership 
of 5,604, ora loss of 3826 since last report. 
The gain during the year was 53l and the loss 
857. 

Permission was granted by the organization 
in the State for the establishment of twenty- 
fiVe new cantons, located at Sycamore, 
Freeport, Peo Elgin, Rockford, Rock 
Island, U ton, Pontiac. Dau- 
ville, Galesburg, Aurora, Dixon, Bushnell, 
Camp Point, Champaign, Monticello, Decatur, 
Charleston, Sterling, Paris, Galva, and Mon- 
mouth. The total receipts for the year by 
subordinate encampments were $15,032, and 
total reliefs paid, $3,932; number of patriarchs 
buried, 87. The total receipts of the Grand 
Encampment were $2,275, and the total die- 
bursements $2,167. The Treasurer's report 
shows the cash on hand to be $2,840. Consid- 
erable interest is manifested as to the selection 
of the next place of meeting of the grand 
body, Springfield, Quincy, Cairo, and other 
places being the leading competitors. 


Looking for the Murderer. 

CLEVELAND, O., Nov. 15.—Two days’ work by 
the police bas failed to clear up the mystery 
surrounding the murder of Mrs. Jane Woaeller 
last Friday evening. Benjamin Weiler, the 
woman's busband, and Patrick Graves, a 
former tenant of Weller, are still under ar- 
rest. The Coroner began bis inquest today. 
Nothing of importance was elicited as showing 
who committed the murder. Weller in his 
testimony made a statement, bowever, which 
does not agree with his story to she police. 
When the police first went to his house W beller 
assertea positively thet Patrick Graves and 
another man had committed the murder, and 
that be recognized Graves as the man who as- 
sauited bim. Today before the Coroner 
Weller said that he was not sure that Graves 
was the man; in fact he could not tell whoit 
was. Numerous witnesses gave testimony 
which would easily establish an alibi for 
Graves. The Coroner will not render his ver- 
dict before tomorrow. The police are work- 
ing on a clew which came into their possession 
yesterday, and it is said that one or two ar- 
rests will de made tomorrow. 


The Testimony of Gen. Grant Needed. 

PHILADELPHIA, Pa., Nov. 15.—In the United 
States District Court today a verdict for the 
defendant was rendered in the suit of the 
Government against Clement L. Hughes and 
Leger D. Fuller, the owners of tne 
steamship Tappabannock, in which it was 
sought to recover for damages sustained by a 
collision between that vessel and the United 
steamship Asbiand in 1864. The collision oc 
curred on the James River, at City Point, while 
Gen. Grant had empiosed both ships to assist 
in his movement on Richmond. There is no 
witness of the occurrence now alive save one, 
and his affildavit ‘was not definit. It was stated 
that tne only person who would have been able 
to distinctly describe the collision was Gen. 
Grant.

Decatur, Ind., Nov. 15.—[Special.}—Several 
cases of distemper of a maliguant type bave 
broken out in the western part of Adams and 
in Wells Counties. This section of the State

A SHOW OF COWBOY SKILL. 


TAME EXHIBITIONS AT THE EXPOSI- 
TION BUILDING LAST NIGHT. 


The Fat-Stock Show—Dairymen Against 
Butterine Exhibits—They Condemn the 
State Board of Agriculture—The Two 
National Associations of Cattlemen to 
Consolidate Today—Meeting of Veter- 
inarians, Who Talk About Pleuro-Pneu- 
monia audjContagious Diseases. 

More people were at the Fat-Stock Show last 
evening than at any time since the opening 
night, the cause of the large attendance being 
the announced contest of skill by cowboys, 
and fully 8,000 persons, old and young, gath- 
ered at 8 o’clock about the small track in the 
centre of the building. The exhibition, how- 
ever, was a tame affair, the entire outfit con- 
sisting of two boys, who called each other 
“Jack” and “Bill,” and two of the 
most dilapidated, sorry-looking bronchos 
imaginable. In addition Jack car- 
ried a very large revolver strapped 
about bis waist. The performances consisted 
of picking handkerchiefs from the ground 
while riding at full speed, lassoing the bron- 
ebos, and riding a bucking pony. The band- 
kerchief trick was well done, but the lassoing 
was not remarkable, Bill” tossing the rope 
over a blindtolded broncho not over ten feet 
away. The broncho was blindfolded so be 
could not dodge. In trying to lasso a pony 
under fuil speed Bull“ caught the rider in- 
stead and laid bim low in the sawdust. The 
two then took bold of the whice broncho, 
which was a bucker,“ and for a time there 
was considerable fun for Bill,” who attempt- 
ed to ride, and for the crowd which looked ou. 

Secretary Mills, when asxed why the exhibi- 
tion bad fallen so far short of what bad been 
announced, stated that the board had acted in 
wood faith in the matter, wonderful accounts 
of the kind of show the cowboys could give 
baving been made to its members. He was 
much chagrined at the meagre exhibition 
given. After that part of the program was 
over there was some fancy riding and a good 
exhibit of horses in the rmg. The horses are 
proving one of the most interesting features 
of the show and receive the greatest interest 
from the Visitors. Yesterday the awards were 
made for sheep and swine. 

The anti-butterine people were talking ear- 
nestiy about the building against the State 
Board for allowing the butterine exhibits in 
the ball, and a call was issued for a meeting at 
the Grand Pacific tomorrow night to organize 
an opposition dairy-show to be beld during 
future fat-stock shows. The Holstein breeders 
are leading the movement, and they promise 
to make it unpleasant for the State Board be- 
fore they are through. 

This evening at 7:30 the lady riders, witb es- 
corts, Will compete. Among the competitors 
tor the prizes offered for brougham teams are 
Potter Paimer, W. D. Moon, Leroy Payne, 
B. F. Kansom, and other prominent men noted 
for their attractive turnouts. 

At a meeting of the breeders of Victoria 
swine held yesterday an association was 
formed, to be known as the American Victoria 
Swine-Breeders’ Association, baving for its 
object the publication of a Victoria awine rec- 
ord, The following officers were chosen for 
the year ending November, 1887: President, 
George F. Davis, Dyer, Ind.; Vice-President, 
R. J. Stone, Stonington, III.; Secretary, Henry 
Davis, Dyer, Ind.; Treasurer, A. C. Holder- 
baum, Dexter, la. A committee was appoint- 
ed to take out papers of incorporation under 
the laws of the State. 

The breeders of Essex swine also held a 
meeting and organized as the American Essex 
Swine Associaton, the object being the im- 
provement and dissemination of Essex swine 
and the publication of a pedigree record.

MEETING OF THE CATTLE-MEN. 


Consolidation of the Two National Associa- 
tions to Take Place Today. 

The National Cattle-Growers’ Association 
of America held its auuual session at the Sher- 
man House yesterday afternoon, which was 
its last meeting prior to its consolidation with 
the Nationa! Cattie & Horse Growers’ Associa- 
tion of the United States, which will bold its 
session this morning at 10 o'clock at the Call 
Board room of the Board of Trade. Little 
business was therefore done except 
of a preliminary nature to the  ses- 
sion thie morning. The committee which 
met a similar committee of the Nauonal Cattle 
and Horse Growers’ Association at Springfield, 
Ul, two weeks previous to draft a constitution 
and by-laws reported the same yesterday, 
which will practically be adopted by the con- 
solidated association today. The members of 
the two associations will become members of 
the consolidated organization by the payment 
of the annual dues and will not be 
required to pay any initiation § fee. 
By this union the two old associations will 
pass out of existence. The object will be 
about the same for the new association—to 
protect and obtain proper legislation to prevent 
and stamp out contagious diseases. Proper 
officers will be elected today and committees 
selected. 

Most of the afternoon was taken up in the dis- 
cussion of the bill introduced by Senator Beck at 
the last Congress at the instigation of stock- 
growers for National legisiation to protect 
stock from contagious diseases. it vests the 
United States Commissioner of Agriculture 
with power to act with State authorities in 
case of an epidemic to stamp out disease and 
kill affected stock. The bill, which was first on 
the docket, was unnecessarily set aside, it was 
claimed, and was accordingly never reached, 
Today the bili wilb come up for discussion, and 
renewed efforts will be made towards putting 
the subject m proper hands to get the bili 
passed during the coming session of Congress. 
They adjourned till this morning at the Cail 
Board. 

At 2 o’clock this afternoon a general dele- 
gate convention of cattiemep from all parts 
of the United States will be held in the Call 
Board room of the Board of Trade under the 
auspices of the Consolidated Association of 
Cattlemen, ali delegates to either ef the exist- 
ing associations being entitled to seats on the 
floor of the general convention, Large dele- 
gations of prominent cattiemen from all parts 
of the United States are in the city, anda 
meeting of very great general interest is 
expected to result. 

De Witt Smitb of Bowles, III., President of 
the Nationa! Cattle Growers’ Association, who 
ia at the Sherman, said to a TRIBUNE reporter 
yesterday that che association would not take 
cognizance of the subject favored in some 
quarters of leasing Government lands to cat- 
tle-growers in order that they might bave new 
fields for their stock. This matter bad been 
brought up in a former convention ana 
had met with such a conflict of views that it 
had been thought best not to urge t. While 
tne promoters of the movement de- 
lieved that the lands sought were not 
those suitable to farmers and settiers, 
the hue and cry that it was a project in the 
interest of a cattle ring and for a monopoly of 
Government lands made the question an un- 
popular one. Mr. Smith thougbt the cattle 
growers should ask Congress [for a law provid- 
ing for the kiliimg of all cattle infected with 
contagious diseases wherever found. He 
further said that one @ the important ques- 
tions for the coming convention to discuss was 
that of the practice of restricting the sale of 
American meat abroad. 


THE VETERINARIANS MEET. 


Pleuro-Pneumonia and How to Stamp It 
Out Considered. 

President Rusb S. Huidekoper, M. D., V. &., 
Dean of the veterinary department of the 
University of Pennsylvania, yesterday called 
the second annual meeting of the State, Terri- 
torial, and Government veterinarians, members 
of Live-Stock Sanitary Commissions and Boards 
of Health, representatives of Veterinary col- 
jewes and associations, general live-stock 
agents of railroads, and editors of live-stock 
and agricultural journals to order at the Sher- 
man House at 10 o'clock, and briefly outlined 
the nature of the business to be considered. 
Tnis will consist of addresses on contagious 
animal diseases, the manner of their spread. 

the means necessary to control and sub- 
due them; also the desirability of the adoption 
of auniform sanitary code by the States and 
Territories and veterinary sanitary ilegis- 
lation. Sanitary medicines and the 
transportation of live stock will also 
come in for exhaustive consideration. 
The committee appointed last year on perma- 
nent organization was granted more time, and 
after the constitution and by-laws bave been 


adopted today the election of officers will take 


place. A member of the association, which is 
composed of surgical and lay members and 
known as the National Veterinary and Saut 
tary Association, said that Chicago could bet- 
ter afford to pay $200,000 than bave had the 
newspapers circulate the reports about the 
actual facts whieh have appeased for the last 
three weeks under scare beads.” 

In the afternoon Dr. John W. Gadsden of 
Philadelphia read a paper upon the advan- 
tages, disedvantages, and dangers of quaran- 
tine. Considering me steady westward march 
of pleu m the duty of 
members of the association to warn ranch and 
other cattie raisers of their danger. and to 
show them the most effective methods for 
meeting the danger and suppressing the dis- 
ease. Pieuwonia is a purely contagious disease, 
which does not oriinate in the United States, 
and is only communicated br actual contact. 
The disease is proved to be incarable, and itis 
certain that the disease bas been communi- 
cated from animals that bave apparently re- 
covered. A cow's lungs once affected never 
become healthy, and it bas been known that 
the disease has developed six months after 
contact with alleged recovered animals. 
Prompt slaughter will eradicate the disease, 
and, under proper Governmental restrictions 
and with proper Governmental aid, it will 
be most economical and advantageous. 
The owner of infected animals should receive 
compensation from the Government for the 
actual loss be sustains if be promptly reports 
the existence of disease, and forfeit such aid 
for failure to notify the authorities. A letter 
from Dr. D. McEactron, Chief lospector of 
Stock ot the Dominion of Canada, stated that 
in Canada the dealings with pleuro-pneumouia 
and affected cattle were simply a matter of 
rigid quarantine faithfuily carried out. 

Dr. George C. Faville, State Veterinarian of 
Colorado, read a paper on The Necessity of 
a Uniform Code Between States.“ He said 
some Western papers, after scientific men bad 
carefully investigated the pleuro-pneumonia 
outbreak m Chicago and had _  reportea 
ite extent, came out squarely and 
denied the truth of the reports, crying boodle 
and fraud.“ These newspaper cranks had 
much influence in molding public opinion, and 
just so long as the public was dead to the 
necessity of thorough work just so long 
must we fail in our endeavors.” He sug- 
gested operation on the part of 
the Government, State, and local authorities. 
No amount of deceptuon will keep other coun- 
tries in ignorance, and let them once think 
that disease existe in lilinois nothing but the 
plainest truth and most earnest Work will se- 
cure anything lixe freedom from poor prices 
and restricted com merce. 

Dr. Hopkins of Wyoming said it would prob- 
ably cost $100,000 to stamp out pleuro- 
pneumonia in Chicago, where 5,000 cows 
have been exposed. Ten States are now in- 
fected, and it takes from eight days to four 
months to develop the germ of pleuro-pneu- 
monia. He thought that the Government 
should establish a Federal quarantine; that 
when the authorities killed a cow which 
the. post-mortem showed to have tue 
disease the owner sbould de  indemni- 
fled only two-thirds to prevent fraud. If the 
post-mortem reveaied that the steer had not 
actuaily contracted the disease, it would be 
fair to give the owner a full market price. 

Mr. Hines bad beard so many conflicting ex- 
pressions of opinion from scientific men that 
he wisbed the Chairman would appoint a com- 
mittee composed of professionals only to visit 
the Stock-Yards and distilieries and report 
whetwer pleuro-pneumoniaor a similar disease 
existed there. The Chair appointed as in- 
spectors Drs. Atkinson, Salmon, Hopkins, 
Pagnin, and Gadsden, and as a committee to 
draft resolutions on the disease Drs. Atkinson, 
Salmon, and Faville, and laymen Brusb and 
„Hines. 


The Subject of Pleuro-Pneumonia. 


An informa! session of veterinarians, stock- 
men, railroad men, and representatives of the 
various State Sanitary Boards was held at the 
Pacific last night. The object was to discuss 
pleuro-pneumonia and what legislation ought 
to be obtained for stamping out the disease. 
Remarks were made by Dr. Hopkios, Mr. 
Washburn, and several others, expressing the 
great and immediate demand for legislation to 
eradicate the trouble. Dr. Hopkins claimed 
that a Nationa! law sbould be passed probibit- 
ing animais .eaving infected areas. He read a 
letter from Dr. Lyman of the veterinary de- 
partment of Harvard College, who sad that 
he despaired of plevro-pneumonia ever being 
eradicated from this country. Todo it, at any 
rate, immediate legislation must be bad. Ali 
the discussion was of a preliminary character 
to the convention of stockmen at the Call 
Board of Trade today. 

George B. Loring, Washington, D. C., United 
States Commissioner of Agriculture, arrived 
at the Grand Pacific last night. He is here to 
attend the Nauonal Cattie-Growers’ Con ven- 
tion today, and is representing the New En- 
giand Agricuitural Society. Ia regard to 
pleuro-pneumonia, Mr. Loring gaid it was 
purely a European disease; that twenty-five 
years ago it spread in Massachusetts, and was 
effectively eradicated hy killing all infected 
cattle and those that bad been exposed. 
oniy way, be sa.d, to stamp it out was to trace 
it to its seed bed,” expose bealtby cattie to 
those infected, to test its character, and to kill 
all the cattie. 


FEDERAL AID TO SCHOOLS. 


The Committees of the National Teachers“ 
Association Hold an Interesting Meeting.

ington at the convention of State School 

Superintendents in February. The gentie- 

men composing these committees are the Rev.

© The committees discussed the Senate bil! for 
Federal aid to the common schools and voted 
a report favoring its principle, but no action 
was taken as to the special features of the bill. 

In accordance with the resolutions of the 
conventions at Topeka and Bar Harbor the 
committees were so enlarged as to give each 
State and Territory local representation in the 
convention at Wasbington. The following 
school officials were elected to serve on local 
committees in the representation of States 
and as members of the Federal Aid Convention: 

All State and Territorial Superintendents of 
Public Instruction; Superintendents of Schools 
in the Southern cities and towns of more than 
10.000 inhabitants; all School Superintendents of 
cities of 5,000 or more inhabitants; the Presidents 
of the National Teachers’ Association and the 
American Institute of Instruction; the general 
agents of the Peabody and State School funds; 
Mrs. Mary H. Hunt, Superintendent of the Edu- 
cational Department of the Woman’s National 
Christian Temperance Union; the Hon, William 
Thompson of South Carolina; Mayor Courte- 
nay of Charleston; Judge Breckney of Ken- 
tucky; and others prominently connected with 
the National aid movement. . 

It is thought a second inter-State education. 
al convention le that hbeid at Louisville in 
1883 may be callea, though no formal action 
was taken to memorialize Congress other than 
to propose a mass couvenuon in February. 
The committees are sanguine that aid will be 
granted either as provided in the Senate bill 
Or through some similar araft. 


Glass Manufacturers Consolidate, 

SANDWICH, Mass., Nov. 15.— Special. }—Gen- 
eral Manager Henry F. Spurr of the Boston & 
Sandwich Glass Company returned from New 
York Saturday, where be had been attending 
the meeting of the Flint & Lime Glass Protect- 
ive Association. This meeting resulted in the 
consolidation of the Eastern and Western 
manufacturers into one association—the West- 
ern Association—and thereby forming one of 
the strongest associations of manufacturers 
in the country. Fifty-four out of tue fifty- 
seven establishments in the United States 
bave become members of the Western 
Association, the three remaining firms 
having assured the association that they 
would become members after Jan. 1. This 
consolidation is imbortant in many respects. 
The summer shut-down will now be universa!, 
and all terms and discounts will be the same 
in the Bast and West. The officers of the as- 
sociation remain the same—D.C. Ripley Presi- 
dent and Joseph G. Walker Actuary, both of 
Pittsburg. This consolidation will cause one 
price only to beuniversally adopted, which 
will greatiy piease the Eastern manufacturers, 
as they bave been considerably handicapped 
by the Western manufacturers, who obtain 
their fuel much cheaper.

BALLOTS FOR A SENATOR. 


CONTESTS AGAINST MEMBERS OF THE 
LEGISLATURE OF INDIANA, 


The Attempt to Oust Mackey,' Republican 
Representative, Hopeless for the Demo- 
crates] as They Cannot Afford to An- 
tagonize the Labor Vote—A New Con- 
struction of the Civil-Service Rules 
Congressman Wise of Virginia Denies 
Some Stories—General Political News. 

INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., Nov. 15.—| Special. ]— 
Ed Henderson, Chairman of the Democratic 
State Central Committee, today returned from 
Vincennes. where be went Saturday to investi- 
gate the aliegations upon which the contest 
for the seat of Mackey, joint Representative- 
elect from Vanderburg, Gibson, and Knox, is 
to be made. The result can hardly be said to 
be truly gratifying or encouraging, from a 
Democratic standpoint. Mr. Henderson talk 
ing about the case, admitted that Mackey nad 
resided in Vincennes one year and four days, 
thus fulfilling the constitutional requirement 
in that particular. But be claimed it bad been 
discovered that he came into Sullivan County 
from Nebraska m June, 1885, which would 
make bim ineligible under the requirement of 
two years’ resiaence inthe State. But Mr. 
Mackey dispoces of this claim by asserting 
that ne never lost his residence in Indiana. “I 
have lived outside of the State. he said, ** and 
moved out not long ago to Nebraska with the 
intention that if that country suited me I 
would remain there. I never gave up my resi- 
dence in this State, though, and the/country not 
suiting me I came back.“ 

“Did you not live in Tennessee for some 
time, moving your family tere?“ 

„O. yes; I Dave traveled a great deal. In- 
diana is my home, though.” 

The Democrats are confronted by a dilema 
in the Mackey case—admitting that their claim 
of ineligibility is well founded, which it is not— 
that is most embarrassing. He is just as good 
a Kuigut of Labor as Cornelius Meagher, the 
ineligible Justice of the Peace in Vigo County; 
and while calling upon the workingmen of we 
State to resent the effort to keep Meagher out 
of a seat in the House because he is ineligible 
under the Constitution, on the ground that it 
is a blow against labor organization, they can- 
not very well ask the same workingmen to 
stand idly by while they try to oust Mackey. 
anotmer Knight of Labor. on exactly the same 
grounds. It may be stated that no very 
serious efforts will be made to unseat Mackey. 
The burden of proot is too heavy for the De- 
mrocracy to assume. The contest against bim 
is another one of the patent hand-me-down 
sort, invented by the managers here for use 
on this occasion. Henry Enogiehardt, an 
elector, appears in bebaif of Mr. Pruitt, the 
defeaied candidate, who refused to sign the 
deciarationa. 

A telegram from Bluffton, Wells County, 
from a Wemocratic source, admits all 
that is claimed by the Republicans con- 
cerning Levi Mock, Representative 
viect trom that county, who is charged 
with having gone to Canada during the 
War and there taking the oath of allegi- 
ance to the Queen, which oath he has never 
abrogated since his return home. The dis- 
patch says: The facts are that while Mr. 
Mock was in the army he was attacked by the 
measies and erysipelas at the same time, and 
was leit behind bis regiment for a number of 
weeks in a bospitai; that on bis recovery be 
came home without leave in company with a 
comrade named Kiser, who lives bere now; 
that be felt certain be could not return to the 
army witbout great danger of a relapse, and 
to avoid such danger he deemed it common 
prudence to go to Canada until fully recov- 
ered; that while recuperating he did, among 
other things, teach a public school, as stated, 
but right there the story ought to end.“ 

But the story does not end right there. No 
denial is made of the truth of the charge, but 
there is an effort made to show how popular 
Mr. Mock is by reciting tne fact that he has, 
since becom a British subject, been thrice 
elected Mayor of Bluffton and also elected to 
the Legisiature. But that doesn’t remove bis 
ineligibility. 

In the course of an extended conversation 
today upon the legislative situation Chairman 
Henderson of the Democratic State Central 
Committee intimat@i—ailmost directly stated, 
in iact—that the Democratic managers did not 
consider it necessary for their purposes that 
any formal contests for legislative seats should 
be begun by the defeated candidates; that 
under the precedent established by the Bur- 
son outrage in 1869 the seat of any mem- 
ber could be declared vacant by raise 
ing the question of ineligibility after the ses- 
sion bad berun and his opponent seated. In 
that case it was coarged that John W. Burson, 
Senator from Delaware County, bad been 
guilty of bribery and corruption at the polls, 
and although the charge was triumphantly re- 
Tuted it was necessary to have bis seat, and 
the resolution of expulsion was passed and bis 
seat given to another. If that is to be the 
policy of the Democrats it will be nothing 
short of revolution, and when that comes the 
Republicaus will be ready to meet it with 100 
seats to control, They can easily see the 
Democratic bluff and go them better two to 
one. Senator Harrison will be hie own suc 
cessor in the Senate of the Fiftieth Cougress. 

The Federai grand jury today began the in- 
vestigation of alleged fraudg and corruption 
in connechon with the election of the 2d inst. 
In addition to the taily-sbeet forgeries from 
this county, charges of bribery against J. D. 
Leight, Representative-elect from De Kalb 
County, and W. N. McDonald, Senator from 
Jackson and Lawrence Counties, will be inves- 
tigated. 


Contest Trumped Up Against Mackey. 

VINCENNES, Ind., Nov. 15—[Special. |—There 
is great interest manifested here over the con- 
test suit brought by the Democrats against 
Robert L. Mackey, the Republicau-Workmg- 
man elected to the Legislature from this dis- 
trict,’comprising the Counties of Knog, Gibson, 
and Vanderburg. It is claimed that Mackey 
is not eligible because he is not a legal resi- 
dent of the State, when the fact is Mackey 
never lost bis residence in Indiana at all. 
Sunday was a good day for the politicians to 
turn out and fix things, and Chairman E. B. 
Henderson of Indianapolis was nere with his 
little gripsack to see the pot-nouse politicians 
who are engineering the scheme to deprive 
Mackey of his seat. Just what Henderson ac- 
complished is not certain, but be remained clos- 
eted all day with some of the loca) leaders, keep- 
ing Henry Engiehbardt—the contestant—under 
his wing very closely, fearful lest Englehardt 
might go back on his action and withdraw the 
suitagainst Mackey.

CIVIL-SERVICE PROMOTIONS. 


A New Construction of the Rule Giving 
Preference to Soldiers. 

New York, Nov. 15.—([Special.|—Some time 
ago, after an examination was made at the 
custom-bouse here of applicants for promotion 
in the service, the man who stood bighest on 
the roll was passed over and another of lower 
grade was promoted ahead of him. The clerk 
who was passed appealed to the Collector, 
urging that, inasmuch as the examination had 
shown his superiority, be was entitled 
to the first promotion. The man who bad 
been favored before bim was a Union 
soldier, and his friends claimed that, under the 
provisions of the Civil-Service law, the ex- 
soldier or ex-sailor was to be preferred. Col- 
lector Magone referred the case to the Civil- 
Service Commissioners at Washington, and 
yesterday be got an official ruling regarding 
the matter. The Civil-Service Commissioners 
bold that the provisions of the iaw regarding 
the claims of the soldier and the sailor are in- 
tended only to relate to appointment, not to 
promotions; and itis ordered that in ali ex- 
aminations for promotion the person who is 
graded highest must be certified first to the 
appointing office.

WORK OF THE RELIEF AND AID SOCIETY. 


What the Organization Has Done During the 
Last Year. 

The annual meeting of the Chicago Relief 
and Aid Society at the directors’ rooms, Nos. 
51 and 53 La Salle street, called out a greater 
attendance than usual. Mr. Wirt Dexter pre- 
sided, and the major part of the time was 
taken up with the reading and acceptance of 
Mr. C. G. Trusdeli’s yearly report as superin- 
tendent of the society’s work. Under the bead 
of cash expenditures be reported the follow- 
ine disbursements:

It is noticeable that in the one item of cash 
to applicants there has been a decrease of 
about 810.000 this yeur as compared with last, 
which was a source of great gratification to the 
society. Beyond this the society bas sent at 
its own expense 128 patients to seven different 
city hospitals, who have received on the aver- 
age four weeks’ treatment each. In the line 
of aid to temporarily old or. disabled 
men the report of the work at the 
Bethel Home sbows that 505 were sent 
there for day-board and lodging, 710 single 
lodgers, and 1,840 for single meals. The re- 
port of the outside work indicates that 2,349 
families have been assisted during the year 
with 5.352 different appropriations, and the 
fact that very few indeed of these were chron- 
ics is shown dy the proof that over half of the 
number were only assisted once, and much the 
greater part of the remainder but twice or 
three times. During the year 120 women and 312 
children were sent to the Home for the Friend- 
less at the expense of the society. The Treas- 
urer of the society was not present, but bis 
report was read and turned over to the Audit- 
ing Committee for examination. While it 
shows a most satisfactory condition of the 
finances, the exact figures are withbeid until 
the committee has passed upon them. The 
new members of the Board of Directors elected 
were J. 8.

SOCIALISM IN THE HOME. 

During the recent visit of Dr. and Mrs. 
Aveling in this city they were met in private 
by some members of a woman’s club who 
asked them some direct questions as to the 
effect Socialism would have upon the home, 
as it 1s recognized in all Christian countries. 
The substance of this interesting interview 
has already been printed in Tus TRIBUNE 
and deserves some consideration, as itis the 
first time, we believe, that the views of 
these Socialistic representatives as to the in- 
tiuence of their doctrines upon the condition 
of women and the status of the home have 
been brought out. Dr. Aveling evidently 
did not like to define himself, but, when 
pressed into a corner from which he might 
have wriggled out. had the honesty to de- 
clare that while he personally believed in 
monogamy he must admit that polygamy 
might be the outcome of Socialism. Mrs. 
Aveling was more unreserved in her admis- 
sions. She frankly acknowledged there 
would be no obligations for a man and woman 
to remain together and no bonds to hold 
them; that divorces would not be possible or 
necessary, as there would be nothing to di- 
vorce when people could separate at pleas- 
ure; and that a man could at any time put 
away an old wife for a younger one ora 
sickly wife for a healthy one. In other 
words, the doctrine of elective affinities would 
be carried to its utmost limits. Nothing 
would hold a man and woman together but 
individual choice, and where no obligation 
of any kind existed, and human nature was 
free to assert itself in all its meanness if 
not in all its depravity, itis easy enough to 
picture the outcome of this promiscuous 
herding of men and women. 

In plain words, the outcome of this abhor- 
rent doctrine means promiscuous prostitu- 
tion, for that is the condition to which so- 
ciety would be reduced should it ever be put 
into successful operation. Socialism means 
not only all land in common and all property 
and labor in common, but women in com- 
mon. A man may have one wife or a dozen 
wives, if he can persuade that many to co- 
habit with him, and be under no obligations 
to take care of any of them or keep them 
longer than he pleases. He can get rid of 
them and thrust them out of his house at his 
own pleasure, or they can leaye him when 
they please, and no penalty will attach to 
the act. A woman may have one husband 
or a dozen husbands, and have them one at 
a time or a dozen at a time to suit her own 
whim if she can bargain with so many. Un- 
der such circumstances of course there can 
be no home. There can be no divorce, for, as 
Mrs. Aveling says, there would be nothing 
to divorce,” as there would be no law, either 
civil or sacred, holding man and wife together. 


When either tired of the other they would 


separate by consent or compulsion. Dr. 
Aveling admits that polygamy may be the 
result of Socialism. The condition, however, 
would be worse than polygamy. The 
Mormon Church recognizes a plurality of 
wives, and when they are sealed to a man 
he cannot get rid of them except for cause 
recognized by the church, and he is bound to 
try to support them. It is worse than 
Mohammedanism, for that religion also 
recognizes a plurality of wives, and the faith- 
ful follower of the Prophet, though he may 
have a favorit wife, must support his whole 
harem. Socialism goes lower down in the 
scale of bestiality and brutality. It would 
recognize not a plurality of wives but a 
plurality. of women, subject to lustful 
caprices, having no fixed support from their 
alleged husbands, and liable to be thrust out 


| of doors at the pleasure of the males, to 


make room for healthier or more attractive 
females. ' 

In such herding as this there would -not 
be the individual care which even the brutes 
extend to the young. The bastard offsprings 
of such a community would be congregated 
in nurseries by the State and taken care 
of at the general expense. As the effect of 
Socialism is to bring all down to a common 
level of ignorance, incompetency, and weak- 
ness, and to destroy the last germ of self- 
respect and self-effort, it may easily be 
imagined what the condition of these chil- 
dren would be and under what circumstances 
they would grow up. These Socialistic 
tramps talk glibly enough in theoriz- 
ing about their doctrines, but should 
they ever attempt to put them into 
practice they would find that the millions 
who would rise to defend their farms and lots 
from confiscation would only fight with still 
more determined vigor in defense of the 
purity of woman and the integrity of home. 
The American people will never have any 
sympathy with a doctrine that leads to pro- 
miscuous prostitution as a substitute for the 
family and that would abolish the Christian 
home and set up a code of social morals by 
the side of which Mormon polygamy and the 
Mohammedan harem are commendable and 
altogether virtuous, Should such a calamity 
ever occur as the success of Socialism the 
last of its confiscations will be the home—and 
after that chaos. 


THE COST OF BULLING WHEAT. 
A member of the Chicago Board of Trade 


farnishes a transcript from his books which 
gives the history of a single lot of 5,000 
bushels of wheat which was sold short by 
him March 19, 1883, and transferred (changed 
over) each succeeding month till the same 
date this year, when it was closed out. The 
buying and selling prices on each transfer 
are given, but it is not necessary to repro- 
duce them. The first sale was for May, 
1883, at $1.09}¢, amd the final purchase was 
made at 793¢ cents. There was thus a gain 
of nearly 30 cents per bushel by a decline in 
the market during the three years, or about 
$1,500; but the total gain on the transac- 
tion was $4,006.25, after allowing $450 
for commissions. The difference was made 
up from the carrying charges, which amount- 
ed to 59 K cents per bushel, and formed a 


at anything like 
tude. .We need not say that. by 
the greatest 
formed by the cost of storage, which rolls up 
at the rate of half a cent per bushel every 
ten days during the season of navigation, and 
somewhat less than that in the winter 
months. We are not saying that it is im- 
possible to effect a material reduction in those 
charges, and are not now even arguing that 
such a reduction is advisable.

Hence there is an overwhelming preponder- 
ance of anxiety to be on the short side, and 
the result is an almost continuous pressure 
downward, the effect of which is seen in the 
low prices for produce which now prevail.

thing is certain. As things now stand there 


isa tremendous preponderance of pressure 
on the bear side of prices in the speculative 
market, and the man who does not wish to 
see his property depreciate at an average 
rate of fully one-third its original value every 
year must not hold it in the shape of grain 
in public warehouses. Furthermore, there 
would seem to be no hope for any but a 
merely spasmodic revival of strength in the 
grain markets unless a radical change be 
effected in the methods of tiding the property 
over the time that elapses between its pro- 
duction by the farmer and Its consumption by 
the eater. 


A REDUCTION OF REVENUE IMPERATIVE. 
In a recent interview Oongressman His- 
cock (Rep.) of New York declared a reduc- 
tion of the revenues of the Federal Guy- 
ernment the one imperative necessity.” 
As Mr. Hiscock says, the question of revenue 
reform is now urgent, and if for no other 
reason it must be taken up and acted upon 
to avert a severe and wholly needless con- 
traction of the currency. As showing the 
pressing eharacter of this question it is only 
necessary to state that the 3 per cent bonds 
will all be retired within the present fiscal 
year, thus cutting off the only avenue for the 
release of the Treasury surplus and making 
it certain that unless there is some change in 
the revenue laws money will accumulate in 
the Treasury after July next at the rate of 
$100,000,000 per annum unless it is squan- 
dered by profligate apprSpriations. The 
choice before Congress is to permit such a 
stringent contraction of the currency, waste 
the public money in prodigal expenditures 
and unprecedented jobbery, or devise a 
scheme to limit the revenues to the neces- 
sities of the Government and prevent the ac 
cumulation of a vast Treasury hoard. 

The retirement of the 8 per cent bonds 
puts the matter of revenue reform on a new 
footing altogether. As Congressman His- 
cock says, the matter is not one of mere 
policy, but an imperative necessity.” For 
a series of years after July next the surplus 
revenues cannot be used in payment of the 
publie debt, unless the Government should 
go into the market as a purchaser of its own 
bonds at from 125 to 1380—a policy so 
wretched that it cannot be seriously consid- 
ered, Certainly the country will not con- 
sent to have the Treasury surplus swollen 
by $100,000,000 per annum—an increase 
which will amount practically to so much 
contraction of the currency. Nor in order 
to avoid a currency constriction can Congress 
be allowed to exploit the Treasury and open 
the vaults to contractors, jobbers, and claim 
agents to dissipate the surplus. The only 
remedy is to reduce the revenues to the needs 
of the Government; the duty of Cungress is 
perfectly plain and the necessity urgent. 

A speedy amendment of the revenue laws 
is imperative, and it must follow the lines of | 
the last Republican revision of the tariff, em- 
bracing additions to the free list, the lower- 
ing of excessive duties, and the removal of 
crade, non-protective charges. Ore, coal, 
lumber, and perhaps wool should be placed 
on the free list, and the rate on sugar reduced 
one half. The bounty on glass is also need- 
lesly high. Excessive duties which more 
than equalize the conditions of labor and 
capital with foreign competitors” should be 
lowered, It will probably be necessary to 
release entirely the internal revenue tax on 
tobacco, Means must be found to reduce 
the revenues $100,000,000 per annum. This 
question is by all odds the gravest now be- 
fore the country, and its solution will not 
admit of any great delay. Moderate-minded 
men of both parties should unite to effect the 
judicious modifications of the tariff absolutely 
necessary to avert a monetary and commer- 
cial crisis. The emergency will soon be at 
— and the necessity for action is impera- 

ve,

McCosh of Princeton has taken umbrage at 
the reference made to his college by Dr. 

It appears that he was 
80 aggrieved at this reference that he did not 
even wait until the close of the exercises, 
but shook the dust of Cambridge off his feet 
and traveled to New Jersey as fast as steam 
could take him.

Dr. Holmes, in a letter to one of the Bos- 
ton papers, has mildly and genially, as might 
be expected of the Autocrat, explained his 
reference, He says the reflections come 
from a tay of Harvard light which: has 
blended with all the colleges in the land. It 
is also evident that he did not intend to inti- 
mate Princeton was a sandy college, as he 
distinctly avers that the sands” are only a 
geological reminiscence of a late visit to that 
foreign shore, Still less was he lampooning 
Edwards because of his iron heel, for he says

Now ru r the strike at Packingtown is 
ended and the strikers have been ordered 
back to work by theirGrand Master, Powder- 
ly, the most important consideration is, How 
many will get back to their old positions? 
The matter of union and non-union men 
will, however, probably adjust itself. The 
busy season is now coming on when men 
are greatly needed, and, should trade be as 
brisk as is anticipated, the overplus of non- 
union men will be wanted. ‘The demands of 
the market, therefore, may help to bring 
about an easy solution of the existing difii- 
culties and make room for all of the old men 
as well as the new ones.

They will then be emanci- 
pated from employers and middlemen and 
become their own employers, and thus, of 
course, be a great deal happier than their 
brethren in Packingtown.

shall depart immediately and not again ap- 
proach nearer than 100 feet of the polis. 
When our new Election law comes to de 
amended it might be well to insert in ita 
clause of this character. There seems to be 
no necessity for making the distance greater 
than fifty feet. This will answer all the pur 
poses of the provision. It will prevent bull- 
Gozing or personal influence on the voter, and 
will afford ample opportunity to scratch, and 
will also insure the secrecy of the ballot. The 
cballengers being on the inside, representing 
both parties, there is no danger of auy impo 
sition by fraudulent voters. A clause of the 
kind referred to would do no harm, but much 
good, 


Ar the Brewers’ Exhibition in Agricultur- 
al Hall, London, recentiy there was a pro- 
longed and animated discussion as to tune man- 
ufacture of light, bitter beer with only a small 
percentage of alcohol.

If 
so Mr. Weasels is to be congratulated. He has 
succeeded in being strikingly original. 

With the exception of tLese glittering inter- 
polations the language used is that of Bernard, 
and the new construction wherever stolen, or 
however patebed, is perhaps as good as one 
ean expect. it serves its purpose. Of course 
there is no possible aaaptation of Faust 
that will faintiy Go justice to the poetry and 
philosophy of Goetne’s work. This was Schill- 
ers opinion years ago and bolds good today. 
If the present version calls the atten- 
tion of any one to the poem itself, 
particularly to John Anster’s translation, 
which is so bonest, so faithful, and so vigor- 
ous (Bayard Tay lor's nas richer color but is 
not so literal), it will accomplish much good in 
the service of culture. Indeed, the most one 

from Mr. Morrison’s production is that 
it will excite a wholesome curiosity about 
what Goethe really wrote; for it cannot great- 
ly stimulate the thought of those who are ac- 
quainted with the original, or—what is almost 
as good—with the Auster trauslauon. What 
one expects from Mr. Morrison is not an ad- 
mirable actmg version ot Faust, for that can 
enever be; but one looks for pictorial beauty 
and sincere and intelligent acting. How far 
then does he satisfy these claims? 

In the matter of scenic investiture it is a 
pleasure to say that the present production is 
excellent. There is not richness and there is 
not elaboration of detail, but the pictures are 
correct and bold in color, and the management 
of supernumeraries is dexterous, save in the 
Brocken scene, where too much literalism de- 
feate the effect that should be made upon the 
imagination. For the painting much credit is 
due to the free and vivid brusb of Mr. William 
Voegtlin. 

Mr. Lewis Morrison bas the face for Mephis- 
topheles beyond a doubt; he also bas that 
volatility of temperament which suits the 
shifting, gay, and glancing phases of the char- 
acter. Superfictaliy be is a good Mephistoph- 
eles, but essentially be falls in subtiety. The 
character is nota joke, though he seems to 
think it one; the gibes of Goethe's hero should 
be cast at bumanity as one flings bones to a 
hungry doz.

For Miss Alsberg, Who played 
Maguerite, one can feel only a gentle commis- 
eration. Surely it requires no great intellect- 
vality in a woman to be touched by the story 
of Marguerite’s fate. Tell it by any cottage 
bearth in all the world, tell it in any words, no 
matter how uncouth, and where are the souls 
that will miss ite meaning, where tue eyes that 
will not grow dim withsympathy?

The Journal contrasts 
the British indulgence of the Philippopolis Gov- 
erument of 1885 with England’s attitude o- 
ward the Sophia Government of August, 1886, 
the former having been (declares the Journal) 
undoubtediy revolutionary and in viola- 


tion of the Sultan’s rights and other equilib- 
rium guaranteed by the Berlin treaty. The 
Journal also regrets the tone of the spéecn 
made by Count Kalucky before the Austro- 
Hungérian delegations at Pesth Saturday last. 
The paper says further: 

E Government is the best judge of its own 
interests; but when two neighboring Empires 
wish to preserve accord the ould regard each 
other’s interests in a friendly and equitable man- 
ner. Count Kalnoky explaius Austrias views, 
but we have yet to learn how it is proposed to reo- 
oncile these views with an exchange of ideas cal- 
culated to produce accord, and with Russia's spe- 
cial position arising from the sacrifices she has 
made for Bulgaria. These questions belong to 
diplomacy, and concerning them we abstain from 
pronouncing judgment in order to avoid enven- 
oming the matter. 

The Novoe Vremya and the Novostt deprecate 
Count Kalnoky’s speech, which they say is am- 
biguous and affords no firm guarantee of the 
maintenance of peace. 


A Pacific Program. 

In semi-official circles here Count Kalnoky’s 
speech bas made a bad impression. Russian 
diplomatic circles consider that Kalooky bad 
no right to referto what Austria bad done in 
View of Russian occupation ot Bulgaria, see- 
ing that the mussian Government bad never 
suggested the occupation of Bulgaria. Still, 
tne Government adheres to a pacific program. 
Some eminent officials bave advised the Czar 
to instruct Gen. Kaulbars to adopt a less abso- 
lute tone to meet the friendly disposition of 
the Bulgarian Government. Meanwhile Rus- 
sia will continue to disregard the acts of the 
Sobranje. Russia disaporoves the candidacy 
of a Mecklenburg Prince or the Duke of Cum- 
berland, and will await a reaction in favor of 
the Russian candidate.

“Are the people as determined as ever to 
gain home rule?” 

They were never more determined in any- 
thing. The idea bas spread throughout the 
entire isiand, and it appears to be the univer- 
sal opinion over there that the realization of 
the people's hopes cannot be long postponed. 
The noble work done bere by the Irish Parlia- 
mentary Fund Committee das given fresb im- 
petus to the struggie.” 

* What about the rent agitation?” 

“It has been pushed vigorously to the front. 
In many cases where the tenants have some 
money, but not enough to pay the landlord in 
full, they refuse to pay anything unless they 
receive a receipt in full for the year’s rent. In 
our ease, Mr. Parnell continued, with a 
laugh, “my brothers and myself did not re- 
ceive anything like the amount which we ex- 
pected to get from our estate.“ *

GERMANY AND AUSTRIA. 


An Interview Between Bismarck and the 
Emperor. 

Bertin, Nov. 15.—Prince Bismarck., before 
his departure for Freidrichsrube, had a pro- 
longed interview with Emperor William. The 
Chancellor will return on the 28th inst. to take 
part in the proceedings of the Reichtag. 

At Frankfort the police raided a secret meet- 
ing of Socialists which was being held in the 
beer cellar of Heinrich Prinz, biméelf a mili- 
tant Socialist. Twenty-five persons were ar- 
rested and documents and lists of members 
were seized. Among the prisoners was a mer- 
chant named Fuligrabe, a candidate at the 
municipal elections. 

Herr von Alvensieben, the German Minister 
to the United States, was received by Emperor 
William and entertained at dinner by the 
Crown Prince before starting for America. 

The Imperial Badget. 

The budget for the Empire for 1887-88 
balances with estimated revenue and expendi- 
ture at 750,946,865 marks, permanent expendi- 
ture being placed at 631,345,194 marks, the 
balance non-recurring. The total estimated 
expenditure shows an increase of 53,554,816 
marks over tne previous year. 


The Austro-Hungarian War Budget Ratified. 

Pesta, Nov. 15.—The Budget Committee of 
the Austrian delegation has ratified the orc! 
nary war budget. The War Minister, in ex- 
plaining the budget, dwelt upon the. speed 
with which the forces could be mobilized.

The Accident to a Railway Train in the 
Alps. 

Parts, Nov. 15.—Further particulars have 
been received of the railway accident at Si- 
teron in the Department of Basses-Alpes. It 
appears that about 300,000 cubic meters of 
rocky earth fell from Mont Gerves, overwbelm- 
ing a train which was proceeding at full speed 
from Marseilles. One first-class chrriage was 
crushed to atoms, and the engine was 
overturned. The driver, a guard, a telegraph 
clerk, and four English passengers were killed 
on the spot, and two Other passengers have 
since died from their injuries. The stoker’s 
life is despaired of. Twenty other persons 
are suffering from injuries. A second slide 
oceurred, but did no damage. M. Millard, 
Minister of Public Works, bas visited the 
scene of the accident. 

M. Rouviere has declined the appointment 
of French Minister resident in Annam.

The British Government, in 2 
with Austria, Italy, and Turkey, i 
resist the candidature of the Prince of Min- 
grelia or of any other Kussian subject for the 
Bulgarian throne. The entente with Austria 
grows daily closer, and now amounts virtually 
to an offensive alliance against Russia, Sir A. 
B. Paget, British Ambassador at Vienna, and 
Count Kalnoky, in a conference at Vienna 
exchanged an agreement that if Russia should 
oceupy Bulgaria or sbould seize ber ports 
Austria will send two army corps to join the 
Servian troops, and they will advance into 
Bulgaria, while England will send her fleet 
simultaneously to enter the Black Sea and 
guard the Danube, and prevent the passage of 
Russian troops. Turkey at the same time is to 
concentrate ber troops on the Roumelian 
frontier. It is hoped that the projects of the 
allied Powers, being known in Russia, will 
modify the Czar’s plans in the direction of 


peace. 

Gen. Boulanger’s speech has renewed the 
hot discussion as to whether be wants peace or 
war. It was known that be intended a re 
buke to those who attributea to him a desire 
for war, and the oration dwelt clearly, but 
without enthusiasm, on his love of peace. The 
result has had but little effect in changing the 
opinion of either side. A large number of 
people believe, that, although he desires in time 
of peace to prepare fully for war merely as a 
wise precaution, nevertheless he intends to in- 
cite a national ciamor for revenge before the 
exhibition of 1889, and few believe in the u- 
cerity of bis alleged desire for a permanent 
peace, which the cold, studied phrases of bis 
speech were intended to convey. 

The Brussels tribunal! has sentenced two for- 
mer French Deputies named Savary and Ourf- 
froy. The first to seven years and the second 
to three months in prison, and to fines, for 
swindiing. 

The first volume of Lady Burton’s purified 
edition of her husband’s *‘Arabian Nights” bas 
been issued, but is not a success. There are 
very few subscribers. 

The Queen will go to Cannes after tae ac- 
coucbement of Princess Beatrice. 

A new play by Emile Biavet, Secretary of 
the Paris Opera, has been prodoced at the 
Ambigu. It is called Le Fils de Porthos,” 
and introduces Aramis and Other characters 
of the “Three Musketeers.” The scenes in- 
clude a charge, a cavalry with forty horses, 
and 400 supers maneuvering about the stage. 
The piece has bit the Parisian fancy, although 
the incidents pass in a war with the Germans 
in the period of Louis XIV. The author has 
avoided insulting references to Germany. 

The booking at the Lyceum for Faust 
continues phenomenal. The bidding runs up 
to the time when Irving ise due in America. 
To prevent the scenes drarging, and to keep 
up the performance to the first night piteh, 
Mr. Irving insists on frequent rebearsals. New 
music bas been introduced and new effects 
have freshened up the scenes. Occasional 
changes in the general rendering are made.

ENGLISH POLITICS. 


Effect of Lord Salisbury’s Speech—A Set- 
Back to Churchill. 

Lowpon, Nov. 14.—[New York Tribune's 
Special Cable. I— The action of the Great 
Sobranje in electing Prince Waldemar is fully 
approved by the British Cabinet, and there is 
reason to believe that Lascelies bad a band in 
its suggestion. This election reguiarizes the 
situation in Buigarima and brings the Pow- 
ers on the scene, since they have to 
confirm the nomination with Turkey, 
and consequentiy a benevolent State; 
like England, which desires to belp the Bul- 
garians while keeping to the Strict line of ber 
duty, has now an opportunity for ope u 
conference of Ambassad ors, which will lift the 
dispute to another elevation. This aspect 
may be disturbed by Prince Waldemar’s re- 
fusal to accept the throne, but it is quite on 
the card that anotner election would 
follow. The Bulgarians certainly will 
not accept Russia's nominee, Prince 
Nicholas of Mingreha, without a strug- 
gle, and in this they would receive 
the sympathy of those Powers which adbere to 
the Ber in treaty in regard to maintainmg 
Bulgarian independence. The Prince of Min- 
grelia seems simply to be a Rossian provincial 
Governor directing his emissaries in the Czar’s 
interest. 

Lord Salisbury’s Guildball remarks have 
paralyze French agitation as to Egypt. 
It is understood that the British Gov- 
ernment is seeking to arrange a settlement 
with Turkey, and Sir Henry Drummond- 
Wolf iw now engaged on an elaborate 
scheme which is to supplant the famous con- 
stitution of me Earl of Dufferin. When al 
the detaiis are settled it is generally under- 
stood that the Guvernment will consent to 
take France into its confidence, probably giv- 
ing ber a sliaut sbart in the working of the 
project. Much would be sacrificed to meet 
the real friendship ot France m the Nue Val- 
ley, since England desires to release her army 
of occupation and get rid of that burden on 
the British exchequer. 

In regard to domestic politics, the most in- 
teresting feature of the week was Lord Salie- 
bury’s beck to Lord Randolph Churchill re- 
garding Irish affairs. He absolutely put aside 
all questions of local government reform, and 
the general conciusion is that no Irish bili of 
importance will be brougbt forward for twelve 
months. It is evident that Lord Randolph is 
driving the coach too fast, and we now see how 
littie value there ia in the statement that the 
Dartford speech was made with the full con- 
sent of the Cabinet. 

Owing to the deep interest excited by Lord 
Salisbury’s speech at the Lord Mayor's ban- 
quet, a remarkable passage in the of 
Lord George Hamilton, Secretary of State for 
the Admiralty, has probably been overlooked 
or not appreciated. Repiying to the recent 
criticisms on the English navy he made the fol- 
lowmg summary of ite strength and suprem- 
acy: “Speaking here, in the very centre 
of England's great commercial Capital, per- 
baps 1 may be permitted, in a very few words 
and no spirit of boast, to lay before you facta 
which perhaps may be uoknown to some and 
may have been forgotten by others. They in- 
dicate what are the real naval resources of this 


Empire. The number of her Majes- 
ty s ships which at the present 
time are in commission, both armored 


and unarmored, exceeds the combined 
forces of the three greatest naval European 
Powers. The steam tounage of our mercantile 
marine almost doubles that of the rest of the 
worla, while the producing capacity ot our 
private shipbuilding yards, 80 far as the con- 
struction of froa and steamships is concerned, 
is equal to four and a half times the total 
power of ali the other nations combined. We 
have in this reserve a naval resource which is 
absolutely unlimited if it be properly admin- 
istered and organized.

But lest this correspondent may fall back on 
a technicality let us present him with George's 
definition of land values, page 308: 

The value of land expresses in exact and tangt- 
bie form the right of the community in land held 
by an individual, and rent expresses the exact 
amount which the individual should to the 
community to satisfy the equal rights o other 
members of the community. Thus, if we concede 
to priority of session the undisturbed use of 
land, confiscating rent for the benefit of the com- 
munity, we reconcile the fixity of tenure which is 
necessary for improvement, with a full and com- 
plete tion of the equal rights of all to the 
use of lan 

Is not this advocacy ot common property 
in land? Is it not advocacy of the ons- 
cation of land values"? But not only would 
George confiscate land, but the improvements 
made on land as weil, as the following passage 
proves (page 308) : 

But it will be said: There are improvements 
which in time become undistingu ble from 
the land itself! Very well; then the title to the 
improvements becomes blended with the title to 
the land; the individual right is lost in the com- 
mon right. 

Here ig more to the same effect (page 295); 

To extirpate poverty, to make eames what 

ustice commands they should be—the full earn- 
ngs of the laborer—WE MUST THEREFORE SUB- 
STITUTE FOR THE INDIVIDUAL OWNERSHIP OF 
LAND A COMMON OWNERSHIP. No else will 
goto the cause of the evil. In nothing else is 
there the slightest ho We must make 
land common property. 

Tae TRIBUNE could quote extracts by the 
score having the same communistic tendency.

This only differs from the Communism of 
Aveling & Co. in degree. George in his bock 
“Social Problems pudlished by Regan Paul. 
London, in 1884, advocates the repudiation of 
puolic debts, because they vest like private 
property in land on the preposterous assump- 
tien that one generation may bind another.” 
(Page 154.) 

As to our correspondent’s assertion that we 
have dealt gently with Aveling & Co., we will 
let our readers judge. The ideas of Aveling 
and George bave a common object, themboll- 
tion of the present social and politica! and 
property eystem, and that George as well as 
Aveling would proceed by revolutionary 
methods may be judged from the following 
extract (page $26, edition of 1880): 

When times are ripe for them ideas grow, even 
though ins ficant in their first appearance. 
One the Third Estate covered their heads 
when the K ut on his hat. A little while 
thereafter an e head of a son of St. Louis 
rolled from the scaffold. The anti-slavery move-

A SERIOUS HITCH IN THE FORMATION 
OF A PASSENGER POOL. 


The Attempt to Form a Compact on Coun- 
ll mum Business Abortive Up to the 
Present Time—Obstacles in the Way—A 
Furious Rate War Among the Probabil- 
ities as a Result—The Earnings of the 
Various Railroad Lines During the Last 
Month. 

The Committee of General Managers ap- 
pointed by the meeting of Western roads in 
this city last week to try to devise some plan 
by which a pool on passenger traffic between 
Chicago, St. Louis, and Council Bluffs can be 
formeo have held several meetings for the 
purpose of forming a pool on that traffic, but 
in every instance obstacies were encountered 
that precipitated an abrupt adjournment. At 
the first meeting the Wabash refused to accept 
the propos tion to have its percentages based 
upon an average of the business done during 
the years 1883, 1884, and 1885, and, as the other 
roads refused to make any concession, & deac- 
lock was caused and an adjournment was 
taken. At the meeting last week the above 
question was not reached, and consequentiy 
stili remains an open one. A snag was struck 
when the question of including the Milwaukee 
business lu the pool was brougtt up, and after 
@ three-days’ session it was found that narmo- 
pious action could not be secured regarding 
that matter. The Milwaukee & St. Faul re- 
fused to put in its Milwaukee local business, 
while the other roads were equaily determined 
not to enter imo an agreement unless that 
business was included. Not wishing to ad- 
— sine die and thus precipitate a serious 

estern passenger war it was decided to ap- 
point the committee above referred to, with 
the hope that the committee might after ail 
succeed in surmounting the existing obetacies 
and devise a plan by which the business can be 

led. 


The inability to bring about the formation of 

a pool on the Council Biuffs and Omas pas- 
enger trale would not of itself be a very 
Serious matter, as the business invoived is not 
of very great dimensions, but the failure to 
form this pool would necessarily also 
prevent the formation of the proposed 
pool on Northwesterm passenger trafflo ana 
would be likely to prevent the carrying out of 
the new Southwestern passenger pool. None 
ot these pools could be carried out singly. All 
three must stand or fall together. Even if 
tne Managers’ Committee, which meets today., 
succeeds in agreemez upon a plan for pooling 
the Western passenger traffic, there is still the 
Northwestern pool to be formed before the 
success of the present pooling schemes is as- 
sured. The Northwestern pool is the hardest 
to form, the obstacies in the way of an agree- 
ment being far greater than tbose presenting 
themseives in the formation of the Western 
and Southwestern pools. In the Northwestern 
poul the percentages cannot be based upon the 
average of the business done curing the three 
eevee years, as in the Southwestern and 
estero pool, there being three new lines in 
the field which were not in the fleld heretofore 
and which have uo records upon which their 
reentage can be based. All of the new 
nes refuse to join the pool unless they get a 
much larger percentage than the Northwestern 
or Milwaukee & St. Paul are willing to give 
them. Only afew years ago the last-named 
two roads commanded all the business between 
Chicago and St. Paul anc Minueapolis. Now 
there are six roads and all of them direct lines 
competing for that traffic. It can therefore 
easily be seen bow seriously the passenger 
eurnings of those two old roads will be im- 
paired if they concede the demandsof the 
new lines. There is but one way by which it 
will be possibie to bring about a formation of 
a pool on Northwestern passenger tame 
namely: by submitting the question of per- 
@entages to arbitration. The question is, bhow- 
ever, whether all the lines will be willing to 
submit their ciaims to arbitration and abide 
by the award. The Northwestern lines bave a 
temporary agreement for the maintenance of 
rates until Dec. l next, but this agreement is 
not maintained, and during the last few days 
the roads got into a row regarding second- 
Glass rates from St. Paul and Minneapolis, 
which, if not speedily checked, will also de- 
moraiize first-class rates. This shows conclu- 
sively that unless a pool can be formed at once 
a serious war between the Northwestern lines 
cannot be prevented. and this will necessarily 
lead toa war on Western aod Northwestern 


passenger business.

AGAINST THE WIDOW. 


Mrs. Eureka Storey’s Answer to the Bill to 
Obtain Dower Filed by Mrs. Maria P.— 
An Open Board of Trade Mana Doesn’t 
Want to Be Expelled—The Louisville, 
New Albany & Chicago’s Trouble with 
the County Treasurer—Notes.

He Doesn’t Want to Be Expelled. 

Charles H. Smith, member of the Open 
Board of Trade, filed a bill yesterday against 
the board and its directors to prevent them 
expelling bim. He says some time ago he 
bad business differences with L. k. Erskine. 
A few days after compiainant sold 50,000 bush- 
els of November wheat at from 72 to 72% 
cents, which Erskine claimed to have pur- 
chased. Smith refused to recognize the deal, 
and Erskine sold the wheat ata loss of $120, 
which be charged to Smith. The latter re- 
fused to settle, and the directors voted to sus 
pend bim. Smith claims they nave no power 
to do this.

tions were not duly complied with. The charge of 
informality in the organization of the town meeting 
which authorized the issue of the bonds is held to be 
without foundation. The judgment of the court be- 
low in favor of the bondholder is therefore affirmed. 


Pacific Railroad Company: appea 
Court of Dakota. The controversy in this case re- 
jates to the ownership of a tract of land in Dakoka, 
formerly occupied by the Dakota or Sioux Indians.

I. That in the absence of any National law giving a 
right of action to recover damages for the death ofa 
human being on the high seas or navigable waters 
communicating therewith a suit in admiralty in the 
courts of the United States cannot be maintained. 

2. That even if an action at law has been autnor- 
ized by statute io the State where the loss of life oo- 
curred, and asuitinrem can be maintained in ad- 
mirality againet an offending vessel for damages (a 
point which, however, the court does not decide), the 
present case was begun too late. Thelaw which gives 
the right of action in Pennsylvania provides that 
such suit should be brought within one year. Five 
years elapsed in this case between the time when 
accident occurred and the time when the suit was 
begun, and there was no equitable excuse for the de- 
lay. The decree of the Circuit Court is reversed with 
costs, and the case remanded with directions to dis- 
miss the libel.

Jer Princeton's sands the far reflections steal, 
Where mighty Edwards stamped his iron heel. 

The stars“ inthe newspaper copies of ex- 
tracts were only to separate the independent pur- 
agraphs, unless some of the papers may have 
seen fit to strike out lines which they chose 
to leave out for reasons of their own. I can- 
not believe that the excellent and venera- 
ble President of Princeton. would take of- 
tense at the suggestion that a ray, 
or the reflection of a ray, from Harvard 
which lighted the first torch in the wilderness 
and has certainly been one of the centres of 
illumination for two centuries and a half has 
blended with the other lights which made Prince- 
ton brilliantly conspicuous among our educa- 
tional institutions. e Sands ot New Jersey 
were only a geological reminiscence of a recent 
Visit to that State, and reference to Edwards was 
intended to typify the profound impress which 
that extraordinary man left on the intellectual 
world in which he moved and over which he still 
exerts a commanding influence.

AN UNSOLVED MYSTERY. 


NO TRACE CAN BE FOUND OF THE 
ISHPEMING’S CREW. 


The Schooner Kemains at Escanaba and 
There Is Cause to Believe Her Crew Is 
Lost—Condition of the Lake Ontario 
Wrecks—Coal Shippers at Loggerheads 
—The Schooner Morwood Leaking—

Acting Assistant Surgeon J. A. Rawles, 
who has had charge of the down-town office of 
the Marine Hospital at Chicago for the last three 
years, 1 received notice that his services 
woul discontinued from Dec. 1. Surgeon- 
General Hamilton, in his letter of dismissal, 
complimented Dr. Rawles in warm terms, and 
assured him that his only reason for making a 
change is that there are enough regular surgeons 
enlisted in the service to perform the duties re- 
quired. Dr. Rawles has made many warm friends 
since he came to Chicago, and now intends de- 
voting himself entirely to his city practice. Dr. 
Magruder of Norfolk, Va,, will be his successor. 


Capt. Dave Vance, the Milwaukee vessel 
broker, passed through Chicago yesterday on his 
way home from Buffalo. He reports the Buffalo 
coal shippers at loggerheads with each other, and 
says they are figh like so many eats and dogs. 
The cause of their squabbles is their inability to 
secure a sufficient supply of vessel room to fill 
orders forstock. Last spring the shippers got 
together and formed a combination against lake 
carriers, their intention being to force vesselmen 
to carry coal by the gross ton. This would have 
completely revolutionized the coal-carrying trade 
of the lakes had the shippers carried their point, 
but carriers fought the combination tooth 
and nail and succeeded in breaking it up. 
While the war was being waged full 
150.000 tons of coal-carrying capacity le 
Buffalo without cargoes, and it was not until the 
shippers realized that it would be impossible to 
get their stock moved by water before the close of 
navigation that they gave in. But, although they 
have since paid liberal rates for carrying, ship- 
ments are far below the aggregate of last year. 
and now at the close of the season there is not 
only a big shortage in the Western stock piles,

Contagious Diseases Should Be Ste 
Dealt With. 

M. H. Cochrane of Hillburst, Province of 
Quebec, an extensive cattie-grower in the 
Northwest Territories, is at the Grand Pacific. 
He was surprised to bear that there should be 
any question in the United States over the 
propriety of killing cattle infected with con- 
tagious diseases. On this point the United 
States Government made a mistake in not 
baving a law that wouid enable the Govern- 
ment officers to act irrespective of the objeo- 
tions of the State authorities. These diseases 
were communicated to other States and were 
the means of injuring the business in America. 
England and Canada bad a law which was 
rigidly enforced, and sick cattle were soon 
disposed of before injury to the trade could be 
done. 

Most of the cattle in the Northwest Ter- 
ritories owned by him were contracted for by 
the Government to feed the Nez Perces, 
Blood, and other Indian tribes. 


Examining the Record in the Anarchists’ 
Case. 

Leonard Swett beran yesterday the examina- 
tion of the record in the Anarchists’ case, be- 
ing assisted by Mr. Black, Mr. Foster, and he 
other attorneys for the defense.

FAST DRIVING IN THE STREETS. 


The Ordinances Relating Thereto to Be 
Strictly Enforced. 

Active measures are about to be taken to 
enforce the ordinances relative to fast and 
careless driving which were passed some years 
ago through the efforts of the Citizens’ Asso- 
ciation. For the benefit of the ridm and 


driving public, with whom the said ordinances 
have to a great extent been a dead letter, the 
Citizens’ Association bas had copies of the or- 
dinances printed, of which the substance is as 
follows: 

No person shall ride or drive at a greater speed 
than six miles an hour. On turning the corner 
of any street, or crossing any street intersection, 
the s must not exceed four miles an hour, 
and in going through or issuing from an alley the 
speed must not be greater than a walk. 

Another section prohibits the driving of any 
sleigh or sled through any of the public streets 
or avenues of the city unless there be a suffi- 
cient number of bells attached to the harness 
of the borse and vebicile to warn persons of 
their approach, the penalty for, the violation 
of this section, as well as the ‘others men- 
tuoned, being $10. The penalty for leaving any 
borse, horses, or other animal attached to any 
carriage, wagon, cart, sleigh, or other veb ole. 
without securely fastening such horse, will be 
not less than $2 for each offense. To fasten 
any horse or horses in such a way @s to ob- 
struct the free use of the sidewalk will cost 
the owner $1, while the penalty for allowing 
any carriage, cart, Wagon, sieigh, or horses or 
other animals to stand upon a crosswalk will 
be 


$3. 
As the Citizens’ Association means to see to 
a rigorous enforcement of these ord!nances, a 
little careful attention to their provisions will 
save much troubie and money. 


THE BOARD OF TRADE LIGHTS. 


To Be Discontinued After Jan. 1, 1887— 
The Reasons. 

At aspecial meeting of the directors of the 
Board ot Trade held yesterday the subject of 
the continuance of the tower lights was dis- 
cussed. It was decided that the board win 
not contribute to the maintenance of the light 


after Jan. 1, 1887. The directors shut off the 
licht.“ said President Wright, because the 
people who wereto pay for it did not pay. 
They are six months behind. and the directors 
at their last meeting authorized the Kea!-Es- 
tate Committee to discontinue the lights if it 
saw fit. That committee met this afternoon 
and decided upon this action and atthe same 
time refused to join in a _ petition to 
the Common Council to bave ithe 
city bear the expense. In fact, we 
would rather not have the ligbts there than 
have them. They are a constant element of 
danger to the board. Why? Because men 
have to go up there every day to care for the 
lights and are liable to drop their toois. They 
have done 60, and the tools have gone crasb- 
ing down. Besides, there are beavy weights 
suspended on pulleys, and there is no telimg 
when someth-ng will give way and the weights 
go Gown through the board-room. From that 
bight I guess they would go clear into 
the basement. The whole makes a beavy load 
which it was pot intended should be put on the 
tower, and it gives risetoa feeling of inse- 
curity. The lights are of no account to the 
members of the board, who are never near the 
building at nicht. It was purely s city effair 
from the start. 

“Weren't the lights a good advertisement?” 

* What do you think the board wants adver- 
tising for? It basn’t anything to sell. 

The lights cost about $2,500 a year in all. In 
the original agreemeut the board was to fur- 
nish the power, while the people in the vicinage 
were to pay for the engineer and other ex- 
penses. The lights were so hic that the bene- 
fits in lighting the sidewalks about the board 
did not materialize, and the subscribers ceased 
to pay.

ply Commission has been engaged for tne 

last two days in making observations on the 
lake. He reports that yesterday turbid and 
discolored water was noticeable fully eight 
miles out, but that this condition was due en- 
tirely to the bigb winds and waves which dis- 
turbed the clayey formation of the bottom of 
the lake, and was not due to any sewage pollu- 
tion whatever. Engineer Hering stated that 
the wave action of the lake extended much 
deeper than was noticabie in the oceans or in 
salt-water seas. This was probably due to the 
freshness of the water, but at any rate in com- 
paratively deep water the wave disturbance 
acte@ upon the clay on the bottom and ren- 

dered the water turbid. While this bad a 

natural tendency to discolor the water it by 

no means proved its unheaithiness or indicated 
tne existence of sewuge. 

Mr. Hering was unabie to make his expected 
observations of the lake currents yesterday 
ow'ne to the sudden change in the direction of 
the wind. He bopes to receive some reliabie 
data before the ciose of the week. In regard 
to the plan of disposing of the city sewage by 
irrigation Mr. Hering, while not advocating 
the scheme strenuously, is inelined to think 


ing of the sewage of the city and insuring a plen- 
tiful supply of pure water to the people at al! 
seasons of the year. There seems to be no 
doubt that the engineers will report in favor 
of removing the present crib to a greater die- 
tance out isto the lake. ; . 


SUBURBAN. 


Jefferson. 

The farmers of Jefferson bave long nursed feel- 
ings of resentment against A. J. Snell, owner of 
the toll-road that occupies Milwaukee avenue. 
This feeling was greatly increased when it was 
rumored a day or two ago that Mr. Snell con- 
templated erecting another toll-gate just 
southeast of the intersection of California 
avenue and the road. The farmers bave been 
evading the payment of toll at the first gate 
by going around iton McGovern street. It is 
to prevent this that the new gate is to be put 
m. Sunday night one of the tifty-foot poles 
to be used in the construcuon of the new 
gate was carried away and presumably cut up 
by indignant citizens. 

Indignant citizens of Humboldt and Almira 
are circulating a petition addressed to the Gen- 
eral Manager of te St. Paul Koad protesting 
against the new time-tabie for passenger- 
trains that took effect Sunday. The new 
schedule adds eighteen minutes to the running 
time of trains, making it just a two-minutes 
longer ride than by street-cars.

Seed—Sheridan Too Fat for War. 
New Yor, Nov. 12.—I was talking to some 


army officers a few days ago, whom I will 
throw into the first person in order to bring 
out in the mést convenient way the essence of 
what they had to say. 
to what officer of our army was fit to lead u 


The question arose as 


in case we had another war. The general ex- 
pression of opinion was that Sheridan had 
passed his youtbful efficiency; that bis flesh 
had increased, and that he would probably not 
be in a sufficiently healthy state for any great 
general end. The frontier Generals. like Crook 
and Miles, were both considered to have been 
tra ned in suo a particular way that for large 
Strategy they were not important. Two or 
three of the Coiooels were meationed as capa- 
bie for genera) wart are, and it was said that 
the Engineer Corps contained as many fine 
officers &s we bad ever bad at any time. 

I inquired about the efficiency of the system 
of coast defenses. One of these officers said: 
We bave got nothing at all of the least de- 
tense against quite au inferior Power ° 
or three good ships, like Chil. It 6 all 
for the American peopie to suppose that he have 
any torpedo or other system or Yankee trick 
which can resist great vessels of war. They 
would be over bere in from two to three weeks 
before we would come to any resolution of how 
to defend aurtbhmg.“ 

One ot these officers then spoke of President 
Hayes, saying: “I never took any part in the 
political hostility to Hayes, but when he 
made a speech not long ago objecting to Mr. 
Tuden's recommendation to improve our 
coast defenses, saying that this country 
wanted wealth, and when it had money 
enough it could always obtain defenses, I 
thovebt to myself: There is a very smai 
man in measure.’ How ridiculous it is to snp- 
pose that money can resist a foreign enemy! 
The more money you bave got the quicker the 
foreign enemy comes for you to get beth your 
property and your cash.’’ 

Reference was made to what the Germans 
think of our prominent commanders. An offi- 
cer told a story about somebody conversing 
with Von Moltke—some American who in- 
sisted on categorical answers. He kept saying 
to Von Moltke that Sherman was a great Gen- 
eral. Von Moltke would strug and give no 
indorsement. The American mentioned Sher: 
dan. Ah, seid Von Molike, “there is a 
General. The American again insistea that 
Sherman was a great man in the feld. Ah.“ 
said Von Moltke, with another shrug, Ser 
dan is a General.“ 

Said ne: Did be not think Sherman was a 
great marober and fighter?’ 

Well, the German strategist meant to criti- 
cise, probably, Sberman’s campaign to the 
sea. If be bad ever met an enemy in bis route 
he would have been annihilated. He went off 
to the sca on a kind of brilliant guess that he 
could communicate with the fleet there. Be- 
bh nd him the Rebels were invading the North. 
Passing aimost through Tennessee. Sberman 
did connect, and the affair looks very brilliant 
on our pages, but no precise, mathematical- 
minded General would indorse a movement 
like that. Certamly Von Moltke would not.“ 

The question arose about religion in the 
army, and I was surprised to bear that quite 
a series of our most eminent officers had de- 
come converts to the Catholic Church. One 
party present said: It is a singular fact 
that nearly all these men who go over to the 
Chureh of Rome are of a very worldly charac

“Why, it is first-rate everywhere. That 
army is divided into corps answering to fixed 
districts; they have everything on the spot 
down to blanks for issuing telegraphic orders. 
In forty-eight hours they can mobilize any one 
of those corps ana throw it over the French 
frontier or over any other frontier in Europe. 
Tne highest degree of competition cxists in 
the German army; besides, there is the senti- 
ment ot security among the soldiers. When a 
man goes out of the service in Germany he 
bas open to bim the whole railroad system of 
the country and many other occupations. He 
is also sure of a pension if he has served his 
time. The American people may bave to come 
to that system of pensions yet, if they expect 
to preserve the military character of their Na- 
tion. Weenlist men who constantly desert, 
because they have no known point to look to 
in the future.’’—Gath.

Oc- 
cupying less important positions were three 
men—one writing u» a subscription-book with 
a big pen and red ink, and two com positors en- 
gaged in setting up one of Mrs. Lucy Parsons’ 
lucubratiovs. Herr Most was not present.

again, and many others who awhile ago sol- 
emnly promised the court to obey the law and 
renounce all but their lawful wives have been 
brought up charged with the violation of their 
pledges. it is the general beliet that most of 
the saints making these promises bave no m- 
tention of keeping them. 

Some of the first wives continue to mani- 
fest a disposition to get even with their say- 
larking lords, but they are usually threatened 


or bought off before reaching the witness box. 
Not so, bowever, in the case of Mrs. William 
E. Bassett, who bas bad her husband arrested 


on charges of polygamy and uolawful cobabi- ‘ 


tation. Bassett, whois a Bishop, appears to 
bave three wives, the last one taken since the 
passage of the Edmunds act. The first wife, 
Sarah Ann Williams, married Bassett in Wales 
and lived with him bere until he took a second 
wife. When Bassett concluded to marry the 
third time he got a Utah divorce from his firat 
wife and vainly imagined that that would pro- 
tect him from prosecution. The injured wom- 
an says that nothing but death will keep her 
away when the time comes for ber to testify. 

Less vindictive was Mies Ida Gibbs, wife of 
George F. Gibbs, the Mormon sbortnand writer. 
Sbe complainea of ber husband for marrying 
a second wife, and promised to appear against 
bim, but she fell under the terrorism of the 
saints, and when bis case was cailea and she 
was put on the stand she knew nothing, and 
the prisoner bad to be dismissed. 

Jonu C. Gray had three wives, his first and 
lawful wife being an invalid. He promised 
some time ago to obev the law. and since then 
has been living with bis second wife, though 
visiting the others. On beitig arraigned he 
pleaded guilty to unlawful cobabitation, ana 
the Judge asked him what he would do if he 
received his liberty. His reply was: 

J bave obeyed the law. I have lived only 
with one woman, and have beid out but one to 
the world as my wife.“ 

Then why did you piead guilty?” 

„I have not hved with my first wife. I have 
been living with my second wife.”’ 

“Do you intendto live with your first and 
lawful wife in future?’ 

“Well, I may until a more liberal law is 
passed. I could not live witb my first wife. 
She is very feeble and sick, and I would have 
to take a room dy myself.“ 

It seems that you are not disposed to an- 
swer very frankiy. You will be sentenced to 
prison for six months and fined 850.“ 

When Herman Girtbe was arraigned for 
polygamy Eliza, his first wife, testified that 
Anna, the second wife, came to her house two 
years ago to live with her as her companion. 
She did not know that Anna was ber busband's 
wite, and did not know that sbe was anybody’s 
wife, though she had had two children since 
her entrance into che family. Sbe had heard 
people say that Auna was ber busband’s sec- 
ond wife, but neither knew nor cared whether 
auch was the fact. 

John Q. Caunon, one of the famous family, 
bas been beid in beavy ball for trial on a charge 
ot polygamy. He has married two sisters 
named Annie and Louie Wells, both more than 
ordivarily attractive young women. The au- 
thorities had a great deal of trouble in finding 
Louie, but by a ruse they succeeded at last in 
locating her. Sometime ago she appeared in 
a local amateur Mikado company as one of the 
three little maids from school, and the trio 
bad their pictures taken for their own use. 
Deputy Gleason heard of this and secured a 
copy of the photograph with which be man- 
aged to throw himself into the company of the 
girl's mother. Gleason exhibited the picture 
and went into raptures over the beauty of tne 
young ladies. The mother’s pride was touched 
and she immediately exclaimed that one of 
them was ber daughter. Gleason made further 
inquiries, learned which was the woman that 
be was after, and then set out with a clew that 
amounted to something. In company with 
other Marsbais be surrounded a house where 
Louie was supposed to be hiding, and after

In the case of Bishop Loveless his first wife 
testified that she bad married him forty years 
ago, when he was a resident of Council Bluffs. 
Mary Loveless, his second wife, testified: “I 
have lived bere thirty years. The defendant is 
my husband, I believe. I know a person named 
Josephine Loveiess, and I also know Matilda 
Loveless. Matilda us my busband’s first wife, 
and Joscphine is his third. Matilda bas ten or 
eleven children, J have thirteen, and Josephine 
has eight.” 

Twenty years ago David W. Leaker of the 
Eleventh Ward married Aon Fellows, but, as 
she bore bim no children, he took Elizabetn 
veaney as a wife. The children which Eliza- 
beth bore were raised by Ann and now call 
Ann their motper. The two wives livs in 
houses which are connected by 8 covered 
porch, and since the passage of the Edmunds 
law David says he has lived with Elizabeth ex- 
clusively.

A SENSATION ‘AT. THE CAPITAL. 
Alleged Police Order to Dog 
Who Paint the Town Red. 

Wasnixdrox. D. C., Nov. 14,—The develop 
ments of the latest Washington scandal (not 
in society) began in the trial of Lieut. Arnold 
of the District police force on a charge pre- 
ferred against him by Chief of Police Walker 
of “conduct unbecoming an officer,” which, 
being interpreted, means that Arnold circu- 
lated a report that his Chief, Maj. Walker, had 
ordered the Lieutenants to watch members df 
Congress, note their babits, etc., in order to 
bave them under his thumb to contro! legisla 
tion, thus inaugurating a public scandal. 

Commissioner Wheatley, who is a lumber- 
dealer, and who almost fell off the bench whe n 
the attoruevs began to talk about res geste 
and that sort of thing, presided over the in- 
vestig ation. a ** 

Maj. Walker testified in his own bebaif, 
positively denying that he had issued any such 
order, nor had he ever suggested, recom mend- 
ed, or advised any such action. He said, how- 
ever, that the morum of Oct. 1 ne bad told 
them that the Commissioners bad treated the 
department very kindiy in allowing their esti- 
mates, and he remarked: “ Every man who 
has any tofiuence among members of Con- 
gress ought to use it to back up the Commis- 
sioners.”’

tention to these rumors. “While no specific 
reference is made to the authenticity of the 
report,” said the President, “the names of 
Lieuts. Kelly and Arnold are mentioned as 
having given expression to such intentions on 
the part of the police department.
